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The  numbers  of  the  telephones  at  Central  and  the  Branches,  are  given  above,  and 
the  public  is  invited  to  call  on  the  Library  for  information  on  any  reasonable  subject. 

The  Hours  of  Service  at  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  and  at  the  Reading 
Rooms  are  tabulated  on  the  third  page  of  this  cover. 
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CHANGES  IN  THE  BULLETIN. 

The  Bulletins  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  have  been  issued 
uninterruptedly  since  October,  1867,  —  more  than  fifty-one  years. 
There  have  been  changes  in  form  and  arrangement,  but  during 
most  of  the  period  they  have  appeared  four  times  a  year.  For 
some  years  they  were  enriched  by  notes  and  bibliographical  lists; 
later,  for  a  few  years,  interesting  reproductions  of  views  of  earlier 
Boston  and  of  facsimiles  of  broadsides  and  manuscripts  in  posses- 
sion of  the  Library  were  introduced  and  proved  to  be  an  inviting 
feature.  The  Bulletins  containing  the  views  and  facsimiles  are  yet 
in  demand.  Still  later  the  texts  of  a  number  of  historical  manu- 
scripts owned  by  the  Library  were  printed  in  the  Bulletin  and  then 
made  up  into  small  volumes,  not  for  sale,  but  for  exchange  for 
works  of  similar  value.  The  main  body  of  the  Bulletin  has,  how- 
ever, always  consisted  of  a  list  of  new  books  together  with  titles  of 
older  works  of  value  and  interest.  Sometimes  these  lists  have  been 
given  in  classified  form  under  large  general  subjects,  and  some- 
times they  have  been  arranged  under  the  names  of  authors  and 
in  alphabetical  sequence.  Since  June,  1908,  the  arrangement  has 
been  in  "dictionary"  form,  wherein  each  author  and  subject,  as 
well  as  many  titles,  are  placed  alphabetically.   In  addition  to  this, 
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under  the  headings  Biography,  Drama,  Essays,  Fiction,  and  Poems, 
are  grouped  all  recently  added  works  covered  by  these  divisions, 
a  provision  not  made  in  the  great  public  Card  Catalogue. 

Helpful  as  this  "dictionary"  plan  was  intended  to  be  and  as  it 
really  is,  the  incorporation  among  other  titles  of  a  large  number  of 
publications  by  governments,  national,  state  and  municipal,  has 
unquestionably  served  to  choke  up  these  lists  with  titles  in  which 
only  relatively  few  persons  are  interested.  The  public  naturally 
wishes  to  consult  titles  of  what  are  really  "new  books." 

It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  by  the  Library,  in  order  to  retain 
the  real  merits  of  this  dictionary  method,  to  confine  these  lists 
more  closely  to  recent  publications,  and  to  drop  out  titles  of  such 
books  as  one  might  reasonably  expect  to  find  already  on  the 
Library  shelves.  A  conspectus  of  subjects  represented  in  each 
Bulletin  follows  the  list  of  new  books.  National,  state,  and  muni- 
cipal government  publications  will  appear  in  a  separate  list  follow- 
ing the  main  body  of  titles.  Whenever  there  is  a  reasonably  large 
aggregation  of  titles  on  any  particular  subject,  this  will  appear 
separately.  In  the  present  Bulletin,  recent  additions  on  the  "Euro- 
pean War"  and  "Epitaphs"  are  so  presented. 

It  is  also  planned  to  widen  the  scope  of  the  Bulletin  by  the 
publication  of  interesting  views,  especially  of  old  Boston.  In  this 
issue  is  a  view  of  Tremont  Street  in  1798  which  first  appeared  in 
the  Bulletin  of  October,  1894,  and  which  may  be  again  welcome. 
Other  similar  reproductions  will  appear  henceforth  for  some  time 
to  come.  As  occasion  serves  the  texts  of  manuscripts  of  historical 
and  literary  interest  will  be  printed,  thus  opening  to  the  public 
certain  treasures  not  otherwise  easily  accessible  to  it. 

The  announcements  of  the  Lowell  and  University  Extension 
Courses  and  of  the  Library  Exhibition  and  Free  Lecture  Courses ; 
and  whatever  in  fact  connects  the  institution  with  the  intellectual 
life  of  the  community  will  be  continued,  and,  it  is  hoped,  amplified. 

It  is  expected  by  these  means  and  by  other  plans  to  be  gradually 
developed,  to  make  these  Bulletins  serve  a  wider  constituency.

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PETITION  OF  POOR  PRISONERS  IN  BOSTON  JAIL, 

1713. 

This  petition  may  have  been  addressed  to  the  General  Court,  but  more 
likely  to  the  judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature.  The  judges  of  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions  were  the  ones  in  authority  over  the  prison  in 
Prison  Lane  (Court  Street).  On  the  day  after  this  petition  was  signed  Mary 
Bressell,  on  November  4,  1713,  presented  a  petition  with  only  her  signature 
affixed.  She  had  been  recently  committed  to  prison  by  Simeon  Stoddard 
for  debt,  three  quarters  of  a  year's  rent  of  a  brick  house  in  Shrimpton's  Lane 
(Exchange  St.).  In  her  other  petition  she  complained  of  being  nearly  starved. 
John  Up  Church,  alias  Browne,  mariner,  was  put  in  prison  for  a  debt  of 
£14-13-5  to  Fortune  Ruddock,  a  licensed  retailer.  His  bill,  unpaid,  was  for 
meat,  drink,  washing,  and  lodging  for  twelve  weeks  and  four  days  at  nine 
shillings  a  week,  in  all  £5-13-0.  Money  was  lent  him  in  Province  bills  to  the 
amount  of  £4-5-6.  Wines,  rum  and  spirits  came  to  £4-14-11.  William 
Cleyton,  sailor,  had  been  committed,  October  6,  1713,  with  Margaret,  wife  of 
John  Clap,  laborer;  Rice  Gunter,  Carter,  and  Richard  Virgin,  laborer,  for 
receiving  stolen  goods  from  Ben  and  Nero,  negroes.  They  had  been  sentenced 
to  be  each  whipped  ten  stripes  and  to  pay  costs  of  prosecution.  In  default 
they  had  been  committed  till  the  sentence  should  be  performed.  It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  William  Clayton  of  Great  Britain  and  Margaret  Clap 
were  married  October  13,  1714. 

The  prison  and  its  dungeon  were  considerably  repaired  after  the  great 
fire  of  171 1,  in  that  neighborhood,  which  destroyed  the  town  house  and  first 
church.  The  Keeper's  house  was  also  renovated.  It  was  occupied  by  Seth 
Smith,  under  keeper  of  the  prison,  who  is  referred  to  in  the  petition.  He 
was  complained  of  at  this  time  by  Sarah  Rose,  his  servant,  for  cruel  treat- 
ment. He  was  also  complained  of  and  presented  for  gaming,  in  having  nine 
or  tenpins  in  his  yard.  The  judges  admonished  him  and  advised  "that  he 
shall  not  allow  such  games  in  the  prison  yard." 

In  1698  the  Province  had  passed  an  "Act  for  the  Relief  of  Poor  Prisoners 
for  Debt"  whereby  they  might  be  discharged  by  presenting  a  schedule  of  their 
poor  estate,  etc.  A  year  or  more  later  an  act  for  the  establishment  of  houses 
of  correction  in  the  counties  was  passed. 

The  above  facts  and  some  of  the  following  text  were  kindly  furnished 
by  Mr.  Walter  Kendall  Watkins,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Library  are 
due  as  they  also  are  to  Mr.  Charles  F.  Read,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Bostonian  Society. 

According  to  their  own  statement  in  the  petition  these  "Poor  Prisoners" 
were  ignorant  of  the  cause  of  their  imprisonment,  but  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.

Watkins  this  could  not  have  been  the  case.  There  is  nothing  to  show  that 
any  action  was  taken  on  this  and  Mary  Bressell's  petition  mentioned  above. 

The  main  interest  of  this  manuscript  is  not  the  prisoners  but  the  place 
in  which  they  were  confined.  It  was  the  Old  Prison  or  Boston  Jail  which 
stood  about  where  the  City  Hall  Annex  is  now  situated.  A  new  building 
designed  by  Governor  Bernard  replaced  it  in  1767.  In  spite  of  these  prisoners' 
complaint  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  Boston  Jail  was  any  worse  than 
most  other  prisons  of  that  period.  But  that  it  was  a  forbidding  place  is  amply 
attested  by  Daniel  Fowle,  the  Boston  printer,  in  his  "Total  Eclipse  of  Liberty." 
He  had  been  imprisoned  for  issuing  "a  false,  scandalous  libel"  reflecting  cn  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  entitled  "The  Monster  of  Monsters," 
which  was  ordered  to  "be  burnt  by  the  hands  of  the  common  hangman  below 
the  Court  House,  in  King-Street."  Fowle  in  his  pamphlet  says  "If  there  is 
any  such  thing  as  a  hell  upon  earth,  I  think  this  place  is  the  nearest  resem- 
blance of  any  I  can  conceive  of."  Further  details  of  this  edifice  are  in  S.  G. 
Drake's  "History  and  Antiquities  of  Boston,"  p.  635.  The  keys  of  the  building 
were  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  long  and  were  expressive  of  the  formidable 
character  of  the  jail,  the  walls  of  which  were  three  feet  thick.  These  keys 
are  now  in  the  collections  of  the  Bostonian  Society,  Old  State  House.

James  Russell  Lowell,  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  whose  birth 
was  celebrated  this  year,  first  published  his  poem  "The  Miner"  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  for  August,  1866  (vol.  18,  page  158).  It  was  in  eight  stanzas,  as  the 
poem  appeared  in  the  original  manuscript.  In  1869  this  poem  first  appeared 
in  book  form  in  the  volume  entitled  "Under  the  Willows  and  other  Poems.  By 
James  Russell  Lowell"  (Boston :  Fields,  Osgood,  &  Co.).  A  stanza  was  then 
added,  which  reads  as  follows : 

Hide  still,  best  Good,  in  subtile  wise, 
Beyond  my  nature's  utmost  scope ; 

Be  ever  absent  from  mine  eyes 

To  be  twice  present  in  my  hope ! 

In  the  Atlantic  Monthly  and  the  printed  volume  the  text  is  practically  identical 
with  that  of  the  manuscript,  the  facsimile  and  transcription  of  which  are 
here  given.

Reproduced  from  a  water  color  by  Robertson,  size  9X13.  which  belonged 
to  John  Howard  Payne,  was  bought  at  the  sale  of  his  effects  by  John  Foster 
of  New  Jersey,  formerly  of  Boston,  and  from  him  purchased  for  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  in  September,  1871. 
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Rules  and  Regulations. 


The  following  lines  contain  a  brief  summary  of  the  rules  governing  the  use  of 
the  Library,  the  fall  text  of  which  in  pamphlet  form  may  be  had  free.  Every  user  of 
the  Library  is  expected  to  be  familiar  with  them. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  free  to  all  at  seasonable  hours. 

Citizens,  students,  temporary  sojourners,  officers  and  men  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  certain  other  persons  may  become  card  holders.  Special 
privileges  are  granted  also  to  teachers  and  clergymen,  and  loans  of  books 
are  made  upon  deposit. 

Application  made  in  writing,  with  reference  or  student's  certificate, 
secures  a  Library  Card  entitling  the  holder  to  draw  books.  Card  holders 
must  notify  Registration  Clerk  of  change  of  address.  Cards  are  non-trans- 
ferable, and  revocable,  and  registration  may  be  cancelled.  Lost  cards  entail 
penalty;  responsibility  continues.  Cards  must  be  presented  and  stamped 
regularly  with  each  book  drawn  or  returned. 

Cards  entitle  the  holder  to  two  or  four  books  for  seven  or  fourteen  days 
without  renewal.  Books  are  not  transferable.  There  are  limitations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  Seven-day  books. 

There  are  restrictions  upon  the  lending  for  Home  Use  of  certain  books. 
These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  Catalogue. 

Any  person  may  use  books  within  the  Library  upon  signing  the  proper 
form  of  application,  promising  to  return  them  before  leaving  the  room. 

Fines  of  two  cents  a  day  and  •twenty-five  cents  per  two  weeks  extra,  for 
four  weeks,  and  the  full  cost  of  replacing  books,  with  loss  of  privileges  until 
paid,  are  the  penalty  for  overdetention.  No  exemption  is  granted  except  to 
children.  Further  detention  is  punishable  by  law. 

Books  must  be  used  with  care  and  all  damage  made  good.  Violations 
of  this  rule  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Books  must  be  returned  when  called  for  and  are  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves  only  by  employees,  except  in  the  open  reference  collections. 

Conversation  and  other  abuses  are  forbidden  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 
Damage  to  catalogues  is  punishable.  Attendants  must  enforce  the  rules  but 
may  be  reported  for  incivility. 

The  Central  Library  is  open  daily  except  holidays,  from  9  a.m.,  till  10  p.m., 
Sundays  from  12  till  10  p.m.,  except  that  the  summer  closing  hour  is  9  p.m. 
both  on  week  days  and  Sundays.  The  Branches  are  open  at  the  hours  posted 
therein ;  and  published  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

A  Coat  Room  is  provided  where  garments  and  packages  may  be  checked ; 

but  the  Trustees  assume  no  responsibility. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  building.    Smoking  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  not,  except  in  emergency,  allowed  to  receive  visitors 
during  working  hours. 

If  articles  are  lost  or  found  in  the  Library  Building  the  fact  should  be 
reported  immediately,  and  the  articles  delivered,  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Issue  Department.

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A   GIFT  FROM  BOSTON,  ENGLAND. 

In  April,  1918,  Mr.  George  W.  Coleman  of  this  City  was  in 
Boston,  England,  in  behalf  of  the  Open  Forum  movement.  During 
a  stroll  on  the  river  embankment  at  that  place  he  was  shown  part 
of  an  ancient  oaken  balustrade,  once  standing  in  the  Palace  of 
Justice,  or  Courtroom,  of  the  old  Guildhall  of  this  ancient  English 
city,  and  now  held  by  the  owner  at  the  suitable  disposition  of  the 
Boston  Town  Council.  Before  this  rail  some  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers 
had  appeared  as  prisoners  in  1607,  but  what  sentence  was  imposed 
by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  at  the  trial  is  not,  and  probably  never 
will  be,  known.  Among  these  prisoners  was  Elder  William 
Brewster. 

Mr.  Coleman,  seeing  the  importance  of  this  memorial  to  newer 
Boston,  especially  at  the  approach  of  the  Pilgrim  Centenary,  ex- 
pressed a  wish  that  this  event  "could  be  marked  by  a  presentation 
from  the  Mother  to  the  Daughter  City  of  such  a  significant  old 
relic  as  the  balustrade"  which  he  had  seen  on  the  banks  of  the  river. 
The  idea  was  welcomed  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  old  Boston, 
A.  Cooke  Yarborough,  but  no  action  was  taken  in  the  matter  until 
after  the  armistice  was  signed  in  November,  1918. 

In  due  time  the  gift  arrived,  and  arrangements  were  made  to 
place  it  in  the  Delivery  Room  of  the  Central  Library  in  Copley 
Square.    On  May  29,  1919,  at  2.30  p.m.,  the  formal  presentation

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was  made  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  England,  by  the  Acting 
British  Consul,  Alfred  J.  Ogston,  and  His  Honor,  Mayor  Andrew  J. 
Peters,  accepted  the  gift  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts. At  this  ceremony  the  Library  Board  was  represented  by 
its  President,  W.  F.  Kenney,  the  Rev.  Arthur  T.  Connolly,  the 
Rev.  Alexander  Mann,  and  by  the  Librarian,  Charles  F.  D.  Belden. 

This  rail  or  portion  of  the  old  dock,  believed  to  be  more  than 
three  hundred  years  old,  will  henceforth  stand  in  the  Delivery 
Room  before  the  large  window  facing  Huntington  Avenue. 

Below  follow  the  short  addresses  made  by  Mr.  Ogston  and 
Mayor  Peters. 

ADDRESS  OF  MR.  OGSTON. 

Your  Honor,  a  short  time  ago  it  was  my  privilege  to  present 
to  you  as  representative  of  this  city,  a  casket  containing  an  address 
from  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  England. 
It  is  now  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  the  opportunity  of  request- 
ing your  acceptance,  on  behalf  of  this  City,  of  the  gift  of  these 
rails,  sent  to  their  American  namesake  by  the  old  English  city. 

A  railing,  Your  Honor,  is  customarily  regarded  as  a  species  of 
barrier  between  two  opposing  forces,  and  in  the  days  of  the  Pilgrim 
Fathers  this  railing  fulfilled  this  duty  in  the  old  Boston  Court- 
House.  Now,  however,  no  barrier  would  be  sufficiently  strong  to 
keep  apart  the  two  peoples  to  which  we  belong,  and  on  whom  the 
peace  of  the  world  ultimately  depends. 

This  old  piece  of  furniture  has  therefore  lost  its  significance, 
but  I  hope,  nevertheless,  that  here,  in  this  magnificent  library,  it 
may  still  serve  as  a  barrier,  keeping  out  all  the  partisan  and  false 
literature,  historical  and  otherwise,  which,  by  disseminating  pre- 
judiced and  inaccurate  information,  both  in  this  country  and  in  my 
own,  has  done  so  much,  through  misinformation  of  the  inquiring 
mind,  to  keep  alive  old  prejudices  and  resentment. 

I  have  the  pleasure,  Your  Honor,  of  requesting  your  acceptance 
of  this  ancient  railing,  as  a  token  of  the  kindly  and  cordial  feeling 
entertained  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  England  for  the  City  of  Boston 
in  New  England,  and  emblematic  of  the  feeling  of  love  and  esteem 
which  exists  between  the  two  nations. 

ADDRESS  OF  MAYOR  PETERS 
The  other  day  we  read  that  an  apple  tree  in  Danvers  planted 
by  Governor  Endicott,  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago, 
was  still  blooming,  a  symbol,  perhaps,  of  the  vigor  of  the  Puritan 
spirit,  the  best  of  which,  in  spite  of  many  changes,  is  still  alive  in 
New  England. 

But  here  is  a  memento  older  and  more  significant  than  the 
apple  tree  in  Danvers  —  one  that  speaks  to  us,  not  of  the  com- 
paratively well-to-do  settlers  of  Charlestown,  Dorchester  and  Tri- 
mountain,  but  of  the  lowlier  and  gentler  Pilgrims  of  Plymouth. 
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They,  too,  it  seems,  had  their  contact  with  old  Boston,  which  was 
an  early  centre  of  the  Puritan  or  Separatist  movement.  In  1607, 
according  to  Bradford,  "a  large  company  of  them  purposed  to  get 
passage  at  Boston  in  Lincolnshire  and  for  that  end  had  hired  a  ship 
wholly  to  themselves,"  intending  to  sail  for  Holland.  But  the 
master  of  the  vessel  betrayed  them.  They  were  put  in  open  boats, 
robbed  of  their  belongings  and  taken  back  to  town  where  the 
greater  number,  after  being  kept  in  prison  for  a  month,  were  sent 
to  their  homes  in  the  nearby  villages.  Seven  of  the  principal  men, 
including  Elder  Brewster,  were  bound  over  to  the  assizes. 

Today,  by  the  thoughtful  act  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  England, 
we  are  permitted  to  have  in  our  possession  a  material  relic,  —  one 
might  almost  say  an  inanimate  witness,  —  of  this  incident  in  the 
story  of  these  simple  and  pious  families.  This  is  the  railing  of  the 
dock  in  the  Guild  Hall  at  Boston.  Elder  Brewster  himself  may 
have  rested  his  hands  upon  it  and  listened  to  the  charge  preferred 
against  him.  He  and  his  companions  were  certainly  confined  in 
the  building. 

Such  mementoes  quicken  the  imagination.  They  take  history 
out  of  the  books  and  make  it  a  living  thing  before  our  eyes.  Every 
person  who  sees  this  railing,  whether  adult  or  child,  will  be  able  to 
picture  for  himself  better  the  wanderings  of  the  little  band  whose 
adventures  form  one  of  the  most  inspiring  pages  in  history.  We 
can  see  them  in  their  northern  villages,  most  of  them,  as  Bradford 
says,  "used  to  a  plain  country  life  and  the  innocent  trade  of  hus- 
bandry." In  the  beginning  of  King  James's  reign  we  find  them 
"hunted  and  persecuted  on  every  side  so  as  their  former  afflictions 
were  but  a  flea-biting  in  comparison  to  those  which  now  came  upon 
them."  It  was  then  that  they  took  their  great  resolution  "to  go 
into  the  Low  Countries,  where  they  heard  was  freedom  of  religion 
for  all  men." 

Their  first  attempt,  the  one  made  at  Boston,  failed.  A  second 
was  partly  successful.  Assembled  on  a  lonely  common  between 
Hull  and  Grimsby,  most  of  the  men  were  taken  to  sea;  but  the 
women  and  children,  who  had  been  separated  from  them,  were 
captured  and  only  permitted  to  join  them  later.  Few  of  them  ever 
saw  England  again.  The  next  dozen  years  of  their  history  belongs 
to  Holland;  the  rest  to  Plymouth  and  America. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  draw  from  this  heroic  narrative  the  lessons 
of  fortitude  and  patience  that  it  teaches ;  but  I  may  assure  you  of 
my  satisfaction  that  a  place  of  honor  will  be  kept  in  the  Public 
Library  for  this  precious  memorial.  Standing  here  it  will  serve  as 
a  link  between  the  old  days  and  the  new,  mutely  teaching  the  great 
virtue  of  reverence  to  our  children.  It  will  furnish  a  fresh  bond  of 
attachment  between  ourselves  and  the  people  of  Boston  in  Lincoln- 
shire. As  Mayor  of  the  younger  city  bearing  that  honored  name, 
I  send  back  sympathetic  greetings  and  warm  appreciation  to  our 
kindred  across  the  ocean  who  have  been  inspired  to  this  act  of 
gracious  courtesy. 
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GOVERNOR  BRADFORD'S  LETTER  TO 
GOVERNOR  WINTHROP. 

The  original  manuscript  of  this  letter,  in  the  handwriting  of  Governor 
William  Bradford,  and  also  signed  by  Myles  Standish,  Thomas  Prence,  later 
Governor  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  Doctor  Samuel  Fuller,  and  John  Alden,  is 
in  the  Chamberlin  Collection  in  this  Library.  The  letter  was  addressed  to 
"To  or  wosh11  good  freinds  mr  Winthrop  Gove*  of  the  Massachusetts  &  the 
rest  of  the  Counssell  ther,"  as  is  stated  on  the  last  page  of  the  manuscript 
which  contains  four  pages,  the  second  and  third  of  which  are  blank.  It  relates 
to  the  establishment  of  a  good  understanding  between  the  colonies  in  regard 
to  the  coming  and  going  between  the  two  colonies  of  indentured  servants. 

This  letter  is  now  reproduced  from  the  original,  although  not  for  the  first 
time,  in  connection  with  the  setting  up  of  the  rail  given  by  the  City  of  Old 
Boston,  England.  The  fact  that  Thomas  Prence  married  Patience,  daughter 
of  Elder  William  Brewster,  one  of  the  Puritans  held  in  custody  in  the  Old 
Court  House  in  1607,  where  the  rail  then  was,  adds  to  the  interest  of  this 
manuscript  on  the  present  occasion. 

Gentlemen,  and 
Worthyly  be* 
loued  freinds . 

We  haue  now  at  length  returned  an  Answer  to  your  letter  dated  the  .  26  . 
of  July  (The  reason  we  haue  so  longe  deffered  the  same,  is  because  we  haue 
had  no  courte  till  the  last  month  being  Januarie)  The  sume  wherof  is  this, 
that  we  are  willing  to  curessponde  with  you  in  this,  or  any  other  neborly 
course,  so  fare  as  may  no  way  be  prejudicall  to  any,  or  swarue  from  the  rules 
of  equitie  .  how  fare  mr  Winslow  expreste  that  agreement  you  intimate  we 
know  not  (seeing  he  is  absente)  but  our  meaning,  &  former  practiss,  was  & 
hath  been,  only  of  shuch  as  come  to  dwell,  &  inhabite,  whether  as  seruants, 
or  free  men ;  and  not  of  soujournours  w«*  come  but  for  a  seasone,  with  a  pur- 
pose to  returnc .  yet  if  any  abuse  should  grow  hereby,  we  shall  agree  to 
any  good  order  for  the  preuenting  or  redressing  of  the  same ;  prouided  the 
way  be  left  open  for  pore  men  to  releve  ther  wants,  And  for  mutuall  help  to 
both  plantations.  We  haue  therfore  giucn  warning  in  open  courte  to  all  our 
people;  not  to  receiue  any  as  seruants,  or  other  dwellers  with  them,  but  to 
aquainte  us  first  therwith  that  we  may  inquire  of  their  certificates  or  dis- 
misions,  but  we  have  sett  no  penealtie  upon  it  as  yett,  because  we  hope  ther 
shall  be  noe  need  if  ther  be  we  have  libertie  to  punish  shuch  things  at  our 
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discretions ;  if  that  will  not  serue ;  when  we  vnderstand  what  penealtie  you 
apointe  in  the  case,  we  shall  doe  the  like,  or  that  which  shall  be  equive- 
lente*  vnto  it.  As  for  the  instances  you  give ;  we  find  that  John  Philips  when 
he  came  was  sick  &  if  he  had  not  been  by  some  receiued  to  house  he  had  been 
in  danger  to  have  perished,  he  aledged  he  was  sent  by  his  maister  to  seeke 
a  seruise ;  yet  as  a  servente  he  was  not  entertained  by  any ;  till  his  maister 
came  and  sould  his  time,  (not  to  him  that  gave  him  house  roome)  but  to  him 
that  would  giue  most,  so  he  had  no  cause  to  complaine.  for  John  Pickworth 
he  came  but  as  a  soujournour  to  worke  for  a  few  weeks,  in  wch  time  he  goote 
a  wife,  &  so  is  longe  since  returned  duble,  &  hath  no  cause  to  complaine,  ex- 
cepte  he  hath  goot  a  bad  wife.  Richard  Church  came  likewise  ass  a  soujour- 
nour to  worke  for  the  present ;  though  he  is  still  hear  residente  longer  than  he 
purpossed ;  And  what  he  will  doe,  neither,  we  nor  I  thinke  him  selfe  knows, 
but  if  he  resolue  here  to  setle  we  shall  require  of  him  to  procure  a  dismision ; 
but  he  did  affirme  to  us  at  the  first,  that  he  was  one  of  mr  webbs  men,  &  freed 
to  goe  for  England  or  whither  he  would  the  wch  we  the  rather  beleued  because 
he  came  to  vs  from  the  wessagasscusett  upon  the  falling  out  with  his  parttner ; 
for  others  intimated,  we  know  none  (thoug  we  have  inquired)  but  they  had 
a  dismission  either  to  come  hither,  or  goe  for  England.  Now  ther  are  diuerce 
goone  from  hence,  to  dwell  and  inhabite  with  you,  as  Clement  Briggs .  John 
Hill,  John  Eedy,  daniell  ray,  &c .  the  which  if  either  you,  or  they  desire  thir 
dismissions;  we  shall  be  redy  to  giue  them;  hopeing  you  will  doe  the  like  in 
the  like  cases,  though  we  have  heard  something  otherwise.  Thus  with  our 
prayers  to  the  Lord  for  your  prosperity,  as  our  owne,  and  our  harty  salvtations 
vnto  you  all   we  rest

RARE  BROADSIDES. 

"With  funds  given  for  the  purpose  the  Library  has  recently  purchased 
nineteen  broadsides,  most  of  them  rare  and  of  historical  interest.  This  col- 
lection includes  nine  Massachusetts  Thanksgiving  Proclamations  for  the  years 
1766,  67,  68,  70,  75,  76,  77,  78,  82 ;  three  Continental  Congress  Fast  Proclama- 
tions for  1775,  7°»  78»  and  one  Continental  Congress  Thanksgiving  Procla- 
mation for  1777;  three  broadsides  in  verse:  Lady  Washington's  Lamentation 
for  the  Death  of  her  Husband  [1800?],  Hull's  Surrender,  or  Villany  Some- 
where [1812?],  and  New  songs,  written  by  an  American  Sailor  [1812?],  — the 
two  last  printed  by  N.  Coverley,  Jr. ;  Resolves  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives,  August  8,  1777,  to  send  one-sixth  of  the  Training  Band  and 
Alarm  List  to  reinforce  the  American  Army  after  the  loss  of  Ticonderoga; 
An  Account  of  the  Fire  at  Harvard -College  in  Cambridge,  with  the  loss  sus- 
tained thereby,  1764;  and  Liberty,  Property,  and  no  Excise,  a  poem,  com- 
pos'd  on  occasion  of  the  sight  seen  on  the  Great  Trees  (so-called),  in  Boston, 
New-England,  on  the  14th  of  August,  1765.  This  broadside  relates  to  the 
hanging  in  effigy  of  Andrew  Oliver,  Agent  for  Stamped  Paper,  to  a  great 
elm,  later  called  the  Liberty  Tree.  On  this  occasion  Hutchinson's  house  was 
sacked.

Rules  and  Regulations 


The  following  lines  contain  a  brief  summary  of  the  rules  governing  the  use  of 
the  Library,  the  full  text  of  which  in  pamphlet  form  may  be  had  free.  Every  user  of 
the  Library  is  expected  to  be  familiar  with  them. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  free  to  all  at  seasonable  hours. 

Citizens,  students,  temporary  sojourners,  officers  and  men  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  certain  other  persons  may  become  card  holders.  Special 
privileges  are  granted  also  to  teachers  and  clergymen,  and  loans  of  books 
are  made  upon  deposit. 

Application  made  in  writing,  with  reference  or  student's  certificate, 
secures  a  Library  Card  entitling  the  holder  to  draw  books.  Card  holders 
must  notify  Registration  Clerk  of  change  of  address.  Cards  are  non-trans- 
ferable, and  revocable,  and  registration  may  be  cancelled.  Lost  cards  entail 
penalty;  responsibility  continues.  Cards  must  be  presented  and  stamped 
regularly  with  each  book  drawn  or  returned. 

Cards  entitle  the  holder  to  two  or  four  books  for  seven  or  fourteen  days 
without  renewal.  Books  are  not  transferable.  There  are  limitations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  Seven-day  books. 

There  are  restrictions  upon  the  lending  for  Home  Use  of  certain  books. 
These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  Catalogue. 

Any  person  may  use  books  within  the  Library  upon  signing  the  proper 
form  of  application,  promising  to  return  them  before  leaving  the  room. 

Fines  of  two  cents  a  day  and  twenty-five  cents  per  two  weeks  extra,  for 
four  weeks,  and  the  full  cost  of  replacing  books,  with  loss  of  privileges  until 
paid,  are  the  penalty  for  overdetention.  No  exemption  is  granted  except  to 
children.  Further  detention  is  punishable  by  law. 

Books  must  be  used  with  care  and  all  damage  made  good.  Violations 
of  this  rule  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Books  must  be  returned  when  called  for  and  are  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves  only  by  employees,  except  in  the  open  reference  collections. 

Conversation  and  other  abuses  are  forbidden  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 
Damage  to  catalogues  is  punishable.  Attendants  must  enforce  the  rules  but 
may  be  reported  for  incivility. 

The  Central  Library  is  open  daily  except  holidays,  from  9  a.m.,  till  10  p.m., 
Sundays  from  12  till  10  p.m.,  except  that  the  summer  closing  hour  is  9  p.m. 
both  on  week  days  and  Sundays.  The  Branches  are  open  at  the  hours  posted 
therein ;  and  published  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

A  Coat  Room  is  provided  where  garments  and  packages  may  be  checked ; 
but  the  Trustees  assume  no  responsibility. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  building.    Smoking  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  not,  except  in  emergency,  allowed  to  receive  visitors 
during  working  hours. 

If  articles  are  lost  or  found  in  the  Library  Building  the  fact  should  be 
reported  immediately,  and  the  articles  delivered,  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Issue  Department.

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A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

THE  FIRST  PERIOD  * 

"Bates  —  Bigelow  —  Everett  —  Ticknor  —  Quincy  —  Win- 
throp  —  Jewett  —  Vattemare." 

These  eight  names,  inscribed  in  letters  of  brass  upon  the  floor 
of  the  entrance  hall,  commemorate  the  men  who,  more  than  any 
others,  were  the  founders  of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  This 
sketch  tells  in  brief  the  early  history  of  the  institution  and  indi- 
cates the  part  which  each  of  these  men  played  in  its  development. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  public  library, 
as  the  term  is  now  understood  throughout  America,  did  not  as 
yet  exist.  It  is  true  that  in  1833  the  little  town  of  Peterborough, 
Xew  Hampshire,  had  established  a  free  town  library  supported 
by  taxation,  and  had  thus  become  the  pioneer  of  the  public-library 
movement  for  the  English-speaking  world;  but  the  fact  was  iso- 
lated and  practically  unknown,  and  seems  to  have  had  little,  if 
any,  immediate  influence.    It  is  also  true  that  college  and  proprie-

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tary  libraries,  some  of  considerable  size,  had  long  been  in  existence, 
but  they  were  private  or  only  quasi-public  property,  and  use  of  them 
was  limited.  Such  institutions  were  no  more  prophetic  of  the 
modern  public  library  than  were  the  monastic  or  royal  libraries 
of  the  middle  ages.  Boston  was  a  city  of  book-lovers  and  book- 
users,  but  as  yet  it  cherished  no  dream  of  a  library  maintained 
by  its  citizens  for  its  citizens. 

The  need  of  such  an  aid  to  the  intellectual  life  of  the  ordinary 
man  was,  however,  already  felt,  as  is  shown  by  the  words  of  Joshua 
Bates,  whose  name  stands  first  in  the  list  above:  "My  own  experi- 
ence as  a  poor  boy  convinced  me  of  the  great  advantage  of  such  a 
library.  Having  no  money  to  spend  and  no  place  to  go,  not  being 
able  to  pay  for  a  fire  in  my  own  room,  I  could  not  pay  for  books,  and 
the  best  way  I  could  pass  my  evenings  was  to  sit  in  Hastings,  Ethe- 
ridge  &  Bliss's  bookstore,  and  read  what  they  kindly  permitted 
me  to."  Similarly,  Edward  Everett  said,  "Nothing  is  left  to  the 
young  man  who  cannot  afford  to  buy  books  but  to  borrow  them 
of  individuals;  —  a  very  precarious  and  inadequate  dependence, 
and  one  of  which  but  very  few  can  take  advantage." 

While  it  is  probable  that  during  the  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding 1850  some  thoughtful  men  were  vaguely  seeking  to  meet 
the  need  thus  stated  by  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr.  Everett,  the  first  definite 
impulse  toward  the  foundation  of  a  public  library  in  Boston  came 
from  a  foreigner,  M.  Alexandre  Vattemare,  of  Paris.  Vattemare 
was  originally  a  public  entertainer,  an  actor  and  ventriloquist  of  note 
in  various  European  capitals.  Early  in  life  he  conceived  the  project 
of  a  system  of  international  exchanges  of  books  and  other  fruits 
of  science  and  art,  hoping  by  this  means,  apparently,  not  only  to 
stimulate  the  advancement  of  learning  and  the  growth  of  public 
libraries  and  museums,  but  also  to  promote  good-will  and  mutual 
understanding  among  the  nations  through  a  simple  form  of  co- 
operation. 

After  years  spent  in  the  capital  cities  of  Europe,  M.  Vatte- 
mare came  to  America  in  1839,  a°d  began  a  round  of  visits,  reach- 
ing Boston  in  1841.  His  task  in  this  country  proved  to  be  quite 
different  from  that  which  he  had  projected  in  Europe,  for  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  he  found  almost  no  institutions  fitted  to  serve 
as  depositories  of  such  collections  as  might,  under  his  scheme,  be 
offered  by  European  governments;  it  thus  became  his  first  interest 
to  bring  about  the  foundation  of  such  institutions  in  American 
centres  of  intellectual  activity.  Two  meetings  were  held  in  Boston 
in  the  spring  of  1841,  at  which  M.  Vattemare  presented  his  ideas. 
They  were  received  with  enthusiasm,  resolutions  of  approval  were 
adopted,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  look  further  into  the 
matter;  of  this  committee  Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  soon  afterward 
Mayor  of  the  City,  was  a  member. 
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The  first  tangible  result  of  this  beginning  was  the  arrival  of 
fifty  handsome  volumes  as  a  gift  from  the  City  of  Paris  —  the  real 
nucleus  of  the  present  Public  Library.  For  some  time  these  books 
seem  to  have  been  a  sort  of  white  elephant,  unquestionably  valuable 
and  highly  appreciated,  but  a  problem.  In  August,  1847,  a  Joint 
Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  headed  by  Mayor  Quincy, 
was  instructed  "to  consider  and  report  what  acknowledgment 
and  return  should  be  made  to  the  City  of  Paris  for  its  gift  of 
books,  and  to  provide  a  place  for  the  same."  In  its  report,  pre- 
sented in  October  of  the  same  year,  the  Committee  announced 
that  a  citizen  —  later  discovered  to  be  Mayor  Quincy  himself  — 
had  "offered  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  com- 
mencement [of  a  public  library],  on  condition  only  that  $10,000 
are  raised  at  large  for  the  same  purpose,  and  that  the  library  should 
be  as  fully  used  by  all,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  safe-keeping 
of  the  property."  This  was  the  first  definite  proposal  of  a  free 
library  for  all  the  people  of  Boston. 

During  the  fall  of  1847  and  the  winter  of  1848,  the  matter 
of  a  public  library  was  under  the  constant  attention  of  the  City 
Council,  and  by  an  order  passed  on  January  24,  1848,  the  Mayor 
was  directed  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  power  to  enable  the 
City  to  establish  and  maintain  such  a  library.  This  act,  adopted 
on  March  18  of  the  same  year,  was  the  first  statute  ever  passed 
authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  public  library  as  a  municipal 
institution  supported  by  taxation. 

For  a  time  little  was  accomplished.  There  was  an  unsuccess- 
ful attempt  at  an  arrangement  with  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  by 
which  its  collections  might  be  made  available  to  the  public;  mean- 
while, in  1849,  a  further  gift  of  books  was  received  from  France 
through  M.  Vattemare.  The  City's  pride  was  roused  by  this  second 
gift,  and  a  committee  was  at  once  appointed  to  solicit  books  from 
citizens  of  Boston,  which  might  be  sent  to  Paris  in  return  for  its 
repeated  generosity.  A  representative  collection  of  1,000  volumes 
was  assembled,  many  of  them  given  with  the  expressed  hope  that 
they  might  be  a  step  toward  the  establishment  of  the  proposed 
free  city  library  in  Boston,  as  originally  suggested  by  Vattemare. 

In  the  meantime  John  P.  Bigelow  had  become  Mayor  of  the 
City,  and  in  February,  1850,  he  contributed  the  first  money  actually 
given  for  library  purposes  —  the  sum  of  $1,000,  later  set  aside  as 
the  Bigelow  Fund,  the  earliest  of  the  many  trust  funds  used  by  the 
Library  for  the  purchase  of  books.  In  January  of  the  same  year 
Hon.  Edward  Everett  offered  to  the  Mayor,  as  proof  of  his  warm 
interest  in  the  project  of  a  public  library,  his  valuable  collection 
of  public  documents,  amounting  to  about  1,000  volumes. 

In  the  spring  of  1851,  at  Mayor  Bigelow's  request,  the  City 
Council  appropriated  the  first  public  money  —  $1,000  —  for  library 
purposes;  this  sum  was  expended  for  books,  and  in  January,  1852, 
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the  Joint  Standing  Committee  was  able  to  report  that  "the  Library 
now  numbers  scarcely  less  than  4,000  volumes."  The  books  were 
kept  in  a  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  old  City  Hall,  but  they 
were  hardly  accessible  to  the  public  and  were  merely  a  collection 
of  volumes,  not  a  library,  far  less  an  institution  adapted  to  the 
use  of  the  people. 

In  February,  1852,  Mayor  Benjamin  Seaver  addressed  the 
Council,  urging  immediate  action  toward  the  further  development 
of  the  Library.  In  fulfilment  of  his  recommendations,  the  first 
Board  of  Trustees  was  created  in  May,  1852,  by  the  election  of 
Edward  Everett,  George  Ticknor,  John  P.  Bigelow,  Nathaniel 
B.  Shurtleff,  and  Thomas  G.  Appleton.  In  the  same  month  the 
Council  selected  Edward  Capen  as  the  first  Librarian. 

At  its  first  meeting,  the  new  Board  of  Trustees,  made  up  of 
those  just  elected  and  certain  representatives  of  the  Council,  ap- 
pointed a  committee  "to  take  into  consideration  the  objects  to  be 
obtained  by  the  establishment  of  a  public  library,  and  the  best 
mode  of  effecting  them,  and  to  report  thereon."  The  report,  drawn 
by  Mr.  Ticknor,  laid  down  with  wise  forethought  the  lines  along 
which  the  Library  has  in  the  main  been  conducted  ever  since,  and 
which  give  it  its  distinctive  character;  from  the  beginning  the 
use  of  books  for  reference  within  the  building,  and  the  free  circu- 
lation of  books  for  use  at  home  went  hand  in  hand,  on  the  basis 
of  a  single  collection.  The  same  committee  prepared  the  draft  of 
an  ordinance  for  the  administration  of  the  Library,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Council  on  October  14,  1852. 

It  happened  at  this  time  that  the  City  Government  was  nego- 
tiating with  the  London  banking  firm  of  Baring  Brothers  for  the 
placing  of  a  municipal  loan,  and  that  among  certain  city  documents 
sent  to  them  by  the  Mayor  was  a  copy  of  this  Trustees'  report. 
It  fell  into  the  hands  of  Joshua  Bates,  a  member  of  the  firm,  who 
was  born  in  Weymouth,  Mass.,  and  had  spent  his  boyhood  in 
Boston.  He  at  once  wrote  to  Mayor  Seaver,  expressing  his  warm 
interest  in  the  project  of  a  public  library  for  Boston,  and  offering 
to  give  at  once  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  the  purchase  of  books,  on 
condition  that  the  City  erect  for  the  Library  a  building  "such  as 
to  be  an  ornament  to  the  city;  that  there  shall  be  a  room  for  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  to  sit  at  reading-tables ; 
and  that  it  shall  be  perfectly  free  to  all,  with  no  other  restrictions 
than  shall  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  books."  The 
Trustees,  in  accepting  this  generous  gift,  asked  Mr.  Bates  to  allow 
the  money  to  be  funded,  the  interest  only  to  be  expended  for  books 
of  permanent  value;  he  consented,  and  in  March,  1853,  authorized 
the  Mayor  to  draw  upon  him  for  $50,000,  —  the  present  Bates 
Fund. 

The  noble  example  of  Mr.  Bates  inspired  Jonathan  Phillips, 
a  leading  citizen  of  Boston,  to  give  $10,000  —  later  increased  by 
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bequest  to  $30,000  —  to  the  Library  in  April,  1853.  Many  gifts 
of  books  came  in  from  various  sources,  and  on  March  20,  1854,  the 
Library  was  opened  in  temporary  quarters  in  the  new  Adams 
Schoolhouse  —  the  present  School  Committee  rooms  —  in  Mason 
Street.  The  reading-room  was  first  made  available  to  the  public ; 
the  issue  of  books  for  use  at  home  was  begun  on  the  second  of 
May  in  the  same  year,  and  has  continued  practically  without 
interruption  ever  since. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  consider  what  this  earliest  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library  was  like.  It  occupied  two  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  of 
the  Mason  Street  building,  an  inner  room  for  shelving  the  books, 
and  an  outer  room  called  the  reading-room  where  were  kept  the 
current  periodicals,  138  in  number,  and  various  files  of  transactions 
of  societies  and  public  documents.  Copies  of  printed  alphabetical 
catalogues,  with  blank  pages  for  entering  accessions,  were  placed 
on  the  tables  in  the  reading-room.  There  was  also  a  written  card 
catalogue  for  the  use  of  the  attendants  and  of  readers  who  wished 
to  make  special  investigations.  At  the  beginning  the  Library  con- 
tained about  11,000  volumes.  In  the  first  five  and  a  half  months 
after  its  opening  6.590  persons  were  registered  as  card-holders,  and 
35,389  volumes  were  borrowed  from  the  Library  for  home  use ;  only 
one  of  these  was  lost,  and  this  was  paid  for.  The  reading-room  was 
open  on  week-days  from  9  a.m.  to  9.30  p.m. ;  books  for  home  use 
were  given  out  only  between  3  and  8  p.m. 

Stimulated  by  the  gift  of  Mr.  Bates,  the  City  had  acquired  for 
the  Library  during  1853  a  lQt  of  land  on  Boylston  Street,  command- 
ing "a  view  of  the  Common,  which  secures  to  it  unobstructed  light 
and  air,  and  as  fine  a  prospect  as  can  be  enjoyed  in  any  city  of  the 
world."  In  November,  1854,  the  Council  adopted  an  ordinance 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  "Board  of  Commissioners  on 
the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton;" of  this  Commission  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  an  early  donor  of 
books  to  the  Library,  was  made  President.  Architects  were  invited 
to  submit  designs  in  competition,  and  that  of  Charles  S.  Kirby,  of 
Boston,  was  selected;  the  corner-stone  was  laid  on  September  17, 
^55,  with  an  address  by  Mr.  Winthrop.  A  copy  of  the  plans  was 
sent  to  Mr.  Bates,  who  at  once  wrote  his  approval,  adding  that  he 
thought  more  books  than  were  then  in  sight  should  be  available 
at  the  opening  of  the  building.  He  accordingly  offered,  for  the  im- 
mediate purchase  of  books,  the  sum  of  $30,000,  in  addition  to  the 
original  $50,000  which  had  been  invested,  and  asked  the  Trustees 
to  furnish  a  list  of  the  works  deemed  most  desirable  to  be  bought 
in  European  markets.  The  list  was  at  once  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Jewett,  at  the  time  Librarian  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington. 

In  the  following  year,  with  this  list  in  hand,  Mr.  George  Tick- 
nor  went  abroad  to  buy  the  Library's  foundation  literature ;  he  was 
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eminently  successful  in  his  efforts,  and  established  relations  with 
various  foreign  booksellers  which  have  been  of  great  value  to  the 
Library.  The  day  of  small  things  was  passing.  In  1857  the  Trus- 
tees prevailed  upon  the  City  Council  to  authorize  the  election  of  a 
responsible  Superintendent  of  the  Library  and  Mr.  Jewett  was  at 
once  chosen  for  the  position. 

On  January  1,  1858,  the  Boylston  Street  building  was  formally 
transferred  by  the  Commission  to  the  Trustees;  Edward  Everett, 
the  orator  of  the  occasion,  presented  to  the  Library  a  copy  of  Frank- 
lin's Autobiography  as  a  New  Year  gift,  and  called  on  every  citizen 
present  to  make  a  similar  offering.  The  enthusiastic  response  to 
this  appeal  added  more  than  a  thousand  volumes  to  the  resources 
of  the  Library.  The  new  building  was  not  opened  for  use  until 
September  17,  1858;  the  circulation  of  books  was  begun  in  Decem- 
ber. At  this  time,  owing  largely  to  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Bates 
and  the  knowledge,  wisdom,  and  skill  of  Mr.  Ticknor  and  Mr. 
Jewett,  the  Library  contained  70,851  volumes  and  17,938  pamph- 
lets, while  the  appreciation  of  the  public  was  shown  in  the  daily 
use  of  the  new  Library  by  more  than  a  thousand  persons. 

The  Boylston  Street  building,  home  of  the  Library  from  1858 
to  1895,  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  Colonial  Building,  and  for 
over  thirty-five  years  was  one  of  the  landmarks  of  Boston.  It  was 
a  dignified  structure  of  red  brick,  with  brownstone  trimmings,  con- 
taining in  addition  to  numerous  smaller  rooms,  two  principal  halls : 
the  Lower  Hall,  on  the  street  floor,  for  the  use  of  fiction  and  other 
popular  literature;  and  above,  reached  directly  by  a  central  stair- 
way, the  lofty  Bates  Hall,  the  main  reference  reading  room,  reach- 
ing to  the  roof  and  surrounded  by  open  alcoves  holding  the  bulk 
of  the  collection. 

The  first  important  event  after  the  occupation  of  this  build- 
ing was  the  issue  in  1861  of  the  great  Catalogue  of  the  collection 
in  Bates  Hall,  followed  by  the  Supplement  of  1866.  These  two  vol- 
umes, the  work  of  Mr.  Jewett,  set  a  new  standard  in  cataloguing 
and  opened  to  the  eyes  of  both  Europe  and  America  possibilities 
hitherto  unknown  in  making  accessible  the  treasures  of  a  great 
library.  These  catalogues  played  a  large  part  in  giving  to  this 
institution  its  recognized  leadership  in  the  library  world. 

After  the  Library  had  become  established  in  its  well-equipped 
building,  and  the  people  of  Boston  had  become  accustomed  to  its 
privileges,  it  was  not  long  before  there  came  demands  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  branch  libraries  in  outlying  parts  of  the  city.  The 
first  of  these  branches  was  opened  in  East  Boston  in  the  winter 
of  1871 ;  others  followed  in  succeeding  years,  until  in  1875  there 
had  been  added  branch  libraries  in  South  Boston,  Roxbury,  and 
Dorchester,  while  the  already  existing  public  libraries  of  Charles- 
town  and  Brighton  were  added  to  the  Boston  system  when  these 
places  were  annexed  to  the  City.    In  1875  the  first  delivery  sta- 
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tion  was  opened  at  Dorchester  Lower  Mills.  The  establishment 
of  similar  stations,  bringing  the  Library  close  to  all  classes  in  the 
community,  has  progressed  until  in  1918  the  delivery  of  books  was 
carried  on  at  278  places  within  the  City,  aside  from  the  Central 
Library  and  its  thirty  Branches  and  Reading-rooms. 

The  next  significant  step  in  the  history  of  the  Library  was 
the  incorporation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Time  had  proved  the 
weakness  of  the  original  organization  of  the  Library,  with  its  fate 
dependent  upon  successive  City  Councils  —  a  dependence  which 
led  in  1877  to  *ne  resignation  of  Mr.  Justin  Winsor,  who  had  been 
chosen  as  Superintendent  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Jewett  in  1868.  An 
appeal  was  made  to  the  Legislature  by  Mayor  Henry  L.  Pierce, 
and  in  April,  1878,  an  act  was  adopted  which  made  the  Trustees  of 
the  Public  Library  a  separate  corporation  and  placed  the  institu- 
tion on  the  basis  where  it  has  since  remained.  This  has  been  of 
great  importance  in  making  possible  the  establishment  of  a  library 
policy  which  could  be  carried  out  steadily,  without  the  fluctuations 
due  to  varying  degrees  of  interest  in  the  City  Councils  of  different 
years. 

The  Library  had  its  inception  in  the  gift  of  books  received 
through  M.  Vattemare  in  1847,  and  ever  since  many  of  the  Li- 
brary's greatest  treasures  have  come  as  gifts.  Among  the  most 
noteworthy,  in  the  earlier  period  of  its  history,  were  the  Patent 
Collection  received  from  the  British  Government,  which  forms  the 
nucleus  of  the  present  department  of  Patents;  the  mathematical 
collection  of  Doctor  Nathaniel  Bowditch;  the  priceless  library  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Prince,  bequeathed  by  him  in  1758  to  the  Old 
South  Church,  and  deposited  in  the  Public  Library  in  1866;  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  collection  of  George  Ticknor;  the  schol- 
arly library  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Parker;  and  the  valuable  mis- 
cellaneous collections  given  by  Miss  Eliza  M.  Thayer  and  Miss 
Charlotte  Harris.  To  these  should  be  added  the  magnificent  Bar- 
ton Collection,  largely  of  Shakespeareana,  in  many  respects  the 
greatest  single  acquisition  of  the  Library,  purchased  in  1873  at  so 
small  a  figure  as  to  be,  at  least  in  part,  a  gift  from  the  widow  of 
Thomas  Pennant  Barton,  of  New  York,  who  had  devoted  his  life 
to  its  formation.  This  collection  will  always  be  a  chief  glory  of 
the  Library. 

All  these  additions  and  the  natural  growth  of  the  Library 
led  in  an  unexpectedly  short  time  to  the  overcrowding  of  the 
building  erected  with  so  much  courage  in  1858.  As  early  as  1867 
the  limits  of  space  were  in  sight,  and  all  sorts  of  makeshifts 
had  later  to  be  used  for  the  relief  of  the  congestion.  Various 
expedients  were  proposed  —  even  the  removal  of  the  circulation 
department  and  the  newspaper  reading-room  to  a  separate  build- 
ing. In  1880  the  City  and  the  Trustees  joined  in  a  petition  to 
the  Legislature  for  assistance,  and  on  April  22  of  that  year  the , 
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Commonwealth  granted  to  the  City  for  library  purposes  a  lot  of 
land  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Boylston  and  Dartmouth  Streets, 
on  condition  that  "upon  the  opening  of  said  library  all  the  citizens 
of  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the  perpetual  right  of  access  there- 
to, free  of  charge,  under  .  .  .  reasonable  regulations."  With  the 
granting  of  this  site  for  the  new  building,  the  history  of  the  Library 
passed  into  a  new  and  larger  phase.  The  vision  of  Vattemare,  the 
public  spirit  of  Quincy  and  Bigelow,  Everett's  zeal  for  learning, 
combined  with  the  munificence  of  Bates,  the  wisdom  and  devotion 
of  Ticknor  and  Winthrop,  and  the  bibliographical  knowledge  of 
Jewett  —  these  laid  the  foundations  of  the  Boston  Public  Library; 
others,  also  worthy  of  remembrance,  have  built  its  structure  into 
the  institution  of  to-day. 
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BURNING  OF  HARVARD  COLLEGE  LIBRARY  IN  1764. 

On  a  stormy  night  in  January,  1764,  Harvard  Hall  was  burned  to  the 
ground,  and  all  but  two  or  three  hundred  of  the  books  that  had  been  accumu- 
lating for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  were  destroyed.  Of  John 
Harvard's  own  books  only  one  was  saved,  John  Downham's  "Christian  War- 
fare against  the  Deuill  World  and  Flesh."  An  account  of  the  fire  that  ap- 
peared in  the  Massachusetts  Gazette  for  February  2,  1764,  gives  the  following 
description  of  the  Library :  "It  contained,  —  The  Holy  Scriptures  in  almost 
all  languages,  with  the  most  valuable  Expositors  and  Commentators,  ancient 
and  modern :  —  The  whole  library  of  the  late  learned  Dr.  Lightfoot,  .  .  .  — 
The  library  of  the  late  eminent  Dr.  Theophilus  Gale:  —  All  the  Fathers, 
Greek  and  Latin,  in  their  best  editions:  —  ...  Sermons  of  the  most  cele- 
brated English  divines,  both  of  the  established  national  church  and  Protestant 
dissenters :  .  .  .  —  A  vast  number  of  philological  tracts,  containing  the  rudi- 
ments of  almost  all  languages,  ancient  and  modern :  —  The  Hebrew,  Greek, 
and  Roman  antiquities :  —  The  Greek  and  Roman  Classics,  presented  by  the 
late  excellent  and  catholic-spirited  Bishop  Berkeley:  —  A  large  collection 
of  History  and  biographical  tracts,  ancient  and  modern:  —  Dissertations  on 
various  political  subjects :  —  The  Transactions  of  the  Royal  Society,  Academy 
of  Science  in  France,  Acta  Eruditorum,  ...  —  A  collection  of  the  most 
approved  Medical  Authors,  ...  —  A  few  ancient  and  valuable  Manuscripts 
in  different  languages."  It  is  worth  noting  that  in  this  detailed  account  of 
the  Library  there  is  no  mention  of  any  polite  literature. 

Great  as  was  this  loss,  it  was  in  a  measure  soon  made  up  by  friends  of 
the  College:  donations  of  money  or  books  came  from  over  270  sources.  A 
list  of  these  donors  is  given  in  Quincy's  "History  of  Harvard  University," 
vol.  ii,  pp.  484-496.  The  General  Court  voted  to  erect  a  new  building  out 
of  the  public  funds,  and  in  1766  another  Harvard  Hall,  which  is  the  one  still 
standing,  was  completed  and  the  resuscitated  Library  placed  in  it.  Fourteen 
years  later  a  writer  in  the  Massachusetts  Magazine  for  June,  1790,  thus 
describes  the  Harvard  Library:  "Over  the  Chapel,  on  the  second  floor,  is 
the  Library,  containing  thirteen  thousand  books,  disposed  in  ten  alcoves,  in 
each  of  which  is  a  window,  and  over  the  windows  inscriptions  to  perpetuate 
the  names  of  the  benefactors.  .  .  .  The  floor  of  the  library  is  covered  with 
a  rich  carpet,  and  the  wall  are  ornamented  with  various  paintings  and  prints." 
For  this  "rich  carpet,"  the  same  writer  adds,  the  College  was  "indebted  to 
the  munificence  of  his  excellency  Governor  Hancock."  But  before  this  ac- 
count was  written  the  Library  had  suffered  one  more  migration.    In  the 
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early  part  of  the  Revolution,  the  College  buildings  being  occupied  by  the 
continental  troops,  it  was  thought  necessary  to  remove  the  books  to  a  place 
of  greater  safety.  On  June  15,  1775,  the  Provincial  Congress  voted  "that 
the  Library  apparatus  and  other  valuables  of  Harvard  College  be  removed  as 
soon  as  may  be  to  the  town  of  Andover."  Two  days  later,  while  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill  was  being  fought,  Samuel  Phillips,  Jr.,  wrote  in  his  diary,  "Amid 
all  the  terrors  of  battle  I  was  so  busily  engaged  in  Harvard  Library  that  I 
never  even  heard  of  the  engagement  (I  mean  the  siege)  until  it  was  com- 
pleted." Under  a  subsequent  vote  of  the  Congress  some  of  the  books  were 
removed  to  other  towns,  and  in  the  fall  many  of  them  were  carried  to  Concord, 
where  the  College  was  temporarily  established.  It  was  not  until  May,  1778, 
that  a  committee  of  the  Overseers  was  able  to  report  that  all  the  books  had 
been  returned  to  Cambridge.  —  Extract  from  Alfred  Claghorn  Potter's  The  Library 
of  Harvard  University:  descriptive  and  historical  notes,  3d  edition,  191 5,  pp.  15-1/. 

COLONNADE  ROW  ON  TREMONT  STREET  ABOUT  1855. 

From  West  Street  south  to  Mason  Street.  Originally  a  uniform  range 
of  nineteen  brick  houses,  built  in  181 1  by  Charles  Bulfinch  and  "occupied 
by  the  elite  of  Boston  society.  Each  house  had,  or  was  intended  to  have,  a 
row  of  freestone  columns,  in  front,  supporting  a  piazza,  —  hence  the  name. 
In  1824,  after  the  visit  of  Lafayette,  Amos  Lawrence,  and  other  occupants 
of  the  row,  petitioned  to  have  Colonnade  Row  called  Fayette  Place;  but  it 
failed  to  receive  official  sanction,  though  it  continued  to  be  so  called  by  the 
residents"  [Drake's  Landmarks  of  Boston].  The  disappearance  of  the  Row 
was  gradual,  as  house  after  house  gave  way  to  the  exigencies  of  commerce. 
In  the  words  of  Mr.  M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe  in  his  Boston  Common-'  Scenes  from 
four  centuries,  "In  the  course  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  dignified  Colonnade 
Row  of  dwelling-houses  facing  the  Tremont  Street  Mall  came  and  went." 

Here  once  lived  Amos  Lawrence,  William  Lawrence,  Benjamin  Rich, 
James  Freeman,  Thomas  Lee,  Jr.,  George  Bethune,  John  Lowell,  Jeremiah 
Mason,  James  Trecothic  Austin,  Judge  Peleg  Sprague,  Jonas  dickering, 
Benjamin  Gorham,  and  other  famous  Boston  citizens.  In  one  house  George 
Bethune  is  said  to  have  entertained  the  exiled  Louis  Philippe,  and  before 
another  stopped  the  carriage  in  which  rode  Lafayette,  in  order  that  he  might 
salute  Madam  Scott,  the  widow  of  John  Hancock.  Samuel  Arthur  Bent  has 
choicely  told  the  social  history  of  Colonnade  Row  in  a  paper  in  the  Bostonian 
Society  Publications,  vol.  11  [*4452-93.ii].

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Library. 


The  following  lines  contain  a  brief  summary  of  the  rales  governing  the  use  of 
the  Library,  the  full  text  of  which  in  pamphlet  form  may  be  had  free.  Every  user  of 
the  Library  is  expected  to  be  familiar  with  them. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  free  to  all  at  seasonable  hours. 

Citizens,  students,  temporary  sojourners,  officers  and  men  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  certain  other  persons  may  become  card  holders.  Special 
privileges  are  granted  also  to  teachers  and  clergymen,  and  loans  of  books 
are  made  upon  deposit. 

Application  made  in  writing,  with  reference  or  student's  certificate, 
secures  a  Library  Card  entitling  the  holder  to  draw  books.  Card  holders 
must  notify  Registration  Clerk  of  change  of  address.  Cards  are  non-trans- 
ferable and  revocable,  and  registration  may  be  cancelled.  Lost  cards  entail 
penalty;  responsibility  continues.  Cards  must  be  presented  and  stamped 
regularly  with  each  book  drawn  or  returned. 

Cards  entitle  the  holder  to  two  or  four  books  for  seven  or  fourteen  days 
without  renewal.  Books  are  not  transferable.  There  are  limitations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  Seven-day  books. 

There  are  restrictions  upon  the  lending  for  Home  Use  of  certain  books. 
These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  Catalogue. 

Any  person  may  use  books  within  the  Library  upon  signing  the  proper 
form  of  application,  promising  to  return  them  before  leaving  the  room. 

Fines  of  two  cents  a  day  and  twenty-five  cents  per  two  weeks  extra,  for 
four  weeks,  and  the  full  cost  of  replacing  books,  with  loss  of  privileges  until 
paid,  are  the  penalty  for  overdetention.  No  exemption  is  granted  except  to 
children.  Further  detention  is  punishable  by  law. 

Books  must  be  used  with  care  and  all  damage  made  good.  Violations 
of  this  rule  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Books  must  be  returned  when  called  for  and  are  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves  only  by  employees,  except  in  the  open  reference  collections. 

Conversation  and  other  abuses  are  forbidden  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 
Damage  to  catalogues  is  punishable.  Attendants  must  enforce  the  rules  but 


The  Central  Library  is  open  daily  except  holidays,  from  9  a.m.,  till  10  p.m. 
Sundays  from  12  till  10  p.m.,  except  that  the  summer  closing  hour  is  9  p.m 
both  on  week  days  and  Sundays.  The  Branches  are  open  at  the  hours  posted 
therein  and  published  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin. 


A  Coat  Room  is  provided  where  garments  and  packages  may  be  checked ; 
but  the  Trustees  assume  no  responsibility. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  building.    Smoking  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  not,  except  in  emergency,  allowed  to  receive  visitors 
during  working  hours.

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HOW  TO  FIND  AND  PROCURE  A  BOOK. 

1.  The  books  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  are  listed  in  card  catalogues  in  the 
various  departments,  for  the  use  of  readers. 

2.  The  shelf-number  of  each  book  is  printed  at  the  right-hand  side  of  the  catalogue 
card;  it  includes  all  letters  printed  with  it.  If  the  card  bears  more  than  one  number, 
each  number  represents  a  separate  copy  —  usually  a  separate  edition  —  of  the  book. 

3.  Printed  slips  to  be  used  in  calling  for  books  are  in  boxes  on  tables  adjacent 
to  the  catalogues. 

4.  A  book  is  obtained  for  use  within  the  building  by  writing  its  shelf-number 
on  a  "Hall  Use"  slip,  and  presenting  the  slip  at  the  desk. 

5.  A  book  is  obtained  for  use  outside  the  building  by  writing  its  shelf-number 
on  a  "Home  Use"  slip,  and  presenting  the  slip,  with  a  "Borrower's  Card,"  at  the  desk 

6.  An  asterisk  (*)  before  a  shelf-number  indicates  that  a  book  does  not  circulate 
freely  for  Home  Use.  Anyone  desirous  of  drawing  such  a  book  should  consult  the 
officer  in  charge. 

7.  In  case  of  any  difficulty  in  finding  a  book  do  not  hesitate  to  consult  an 
3tttc  n  (\  nut. 

A  person  goes  to  a  Public  Library  primarily  to  get  books. 
In  a  large  library,  like  that  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  size  of  the 
collection  necessitates  an  amount  of  detail  in  the  method  of  getting 
books  which  is  often  puzzling  to  a  stranger.  In  this  article  an 
attempt  is  made  to  tell  him  as  simply  as  possible  how  to  handle  the 
machinery  of  the  Library  in  such  a  way  as  to  obtain  what  he  wants 
most  easily  and  surely.  No  one  can  hope  to  use  the  Library 
without  a  certain  amount  of  effort;  but  attendants  are  ready  in  all 
departments  to  supplement  this  effort  on  the  reader's  part,  and  to 
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help  him  to  overcome  any  special  difficulties  which  are  presented 
either  by  his  own  problems  or  by  the  library  machinery. 

The  Library  is  open  for  the  free  service  of  all  who  come  to  it. 
Any  book  which  it  possesses  may  be  obtained  for  use  within  the 
building  by  simply  writing  its  shelf-number  upon  a  call-slip  similar 

to  that  shown  in  Figure  I,  and  presenting  the  slip 
at  the  desk  in  the  proper  reading  room.  The 
reader's  first  problem  then  is  how  to  find  the  shelf- 
number  of  the  book  he  seeks;  this  number  is  the 
mark  by  which  a  library  book  is  identified  and  its 
position  determined. 

A  large  library  is  not  unlike  a  large  city  —  a 
city  of  books.  In  this  institution  there  are  nearly 
thirty  miles  of  small  streets  or  shelves  containing 
books,  upright  and  side  by  side  like  houses.  The 
Fig.  i.  great  mass  of  these  books  is  kept  in  the  six-story 
book  stack  at  the  rear  of  the  building;  thousands  are  on  open 
shelves  in  the  various  reading-rooms;  others  still  are  placed  in 
the  basement,  or  in  the  galleries  of  the  Special  Libraries  floor.  No 
human  being  can  possibly  know  where  each  of  these  books  is,  and 
those  who  may  have  learned  the  position  of  many  of  them  can 
be  familiar,  as  a  rule,  only  with  the  most  popular,  or  with  those  in 
some  narrow  field.  It  is  evident  that  in  order  to  find  the  books 
one  requires  a  guide.  There  is  one  —  a  Catalogue,  somewhat  like 
a  city  directory,  but  much  fuller,  and  capable  of  rendering,  when 
understood,  far  better  service.  This  Catalogue  is  printed  upon 
cards,  alphabetically  arranged  in  many  small  drawers  in  the  cata- 
logue cases  (Figure  2).  To  learn  how  to  use  the  Card  Catalogue 
quickly  and  intelligently  is  an  education  in  itself. 

The  Library  contains  a  number  of  catalogues  (see  page  317) 
but  the  principle  of  arrangement  is  the  same  in  all,  and  a  single 
example  will  sufficiently  illustrate  the  manner  of 
using  any  one  of  them.  If,  for  instance,  a  person, 
not  as  yet  familiar  with  library  ways,  wishes  to  find 
some  book  by  Kipling,  he  is  told  to  look  for  that 
name  in  the  catalogue.  Going  to  the  cases,  he  finds 
on  the  front  of  each  drawer  a  label,  bearing  a  number 
and  two  words.  The  number  is  that  of  the  drawer, 
and  indicates  its  place  in  the  cabinet;  the  reader  is 
warned  against  writing  it  on  a  slip  as  the  number  of 
a  book.  The  two  words  indicate  the  alphabetic 
limits  of  the  contents  of  the  drawer,  which  embraces 
all  card-headings  falling  between,  and  including,  those  words. 
The  reader  may  at  first  be  puzzled  not  to  find  the  name  Kipling 
on  any  catalogue  drawer;  a  moment's  reflection,  however,  will 
show  him  that  it  lies  between  the  inclusive  words  Kingsmill  and 
Kiptchak,  on  the  label  of  drawer  1291,  shown  in  Figure  3. 
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Taking  the  drawer  (Figure  4)  to  a  table,  the  reader  in  running 
over  the  cards  presently  reaches  the  name  "Kipling,  Rudyard"; 
under  this  name  he  will  find  the  titles  of  Kipling's  works  arranged 
alphabetically,  noting  two  points :  first,  that  collected  editions  of  an 
author's  works  are  placed  at  the  beginning,  before  individual  titles ; 
second,  that  an  article  at  the  beginning  of  a  title  is 
disregarded  in  filing  the  cards.  Supposing  that 
the  reader  is  looking  for  "The  Fringes  of  the  Fleet," 
he  will  discover  in  its  place  among  titles  beginning 
with  F,  the  card  reproduced  in  Figure  5.  On  this 
card,  —  known  as  the  Main  Card,  and  filed  under 
the  author's  name  —  the  order  of  entry  is  as  fol- 
lows: first,  the  surname  of  the  author,  with  given 
names  following,  and  often  dates  of  birth  or  death, 
or  both,  and  other  facts  which  will  help  to  dis- 
tinguish the  writer  as  an  individual;  second,  the  Fi».3. 
full  title  of  the  book;  third,  the  "imprint"  line,  stating  the  place, 
publisher,  and  date  of  publication,  the  number  of  pages,  embellish- 
ments of  the  book  by  way  of  illustrations,  plates,  maps,  plans,  etc., 
and  its  height  in  centimetres.    Remembering  that  ten  centimetres 

/fl   are  about  equal  to  four  inches,  the  reader 
*  will  have  a  rough  idea  of  the  size  of  the 
book.    Below  the  imprint  line,  and  in  small- 
Fi*4-  er  type,  there  will  often  be  found  a  table 

of  contents  of  the  book  and  notes  helpful  to  a  clear  understanding 
of  its  character.  Users  of  the  Library  will  find  it  well  worth  their 
while  to  give  heed  to  all  these  points,  especially  the  date  of  publi- 
cation; they  are  often  sufficient  to  show  whether  a  book  is  what 
the  reader  wants,  without  his  sending  for  the  book  itself.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  card, 
below  the  hole,  is  a 
list  of  the  other  head- 
ings under  which 
duplicates  of  the 
card  are  filed;  these 
may  be  disregarded 
by  the  reader,  who 
should  note  especial- 
ly that  the  figures  at 
the  beginning  of  this 
matter  are  not  the 
number  of  the  book,

and  should  not  be  copied  upon  the  call-slip. 

In  addition  to  all  this  information  about  the  book  in  question, 
the  card  contains  something  still  more  important,  the  shelf- 
number  of  the  book,  which  is  the  real  object  of  the  reader's  search. 
This  is  printed  at  the  right-hand  side  of  the  card,  and  must  be 
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copied  exactly,  including  all  letters  and  other  symbols  which  form 
a  part  of  it ;  it  is  the  one  means  of  finding  the  desired  book  on  the 
shelf,  and  an  error  in  a  single  figure  or  letter  will  cause  another 
book  to  be  brought.  Several  copies  of  a  work,  generally  different 
editions,  are  often  catalogued  on  a  single  card;  in  such  cases,  each 
copy  has  its  own  shelf-number;  the  editions  are  usually  entered 
on  the  card  in  chronological  order,  and  the  lowest  shelf-number 
should  be  copied,  if  the  latest  edition  is  desired. 

The  duplicate  cards  referred  to  above  will  be  found,  in  the 
case  cited,  under  the  title  of  the  book  (denoted  by  the  letters  "T.r.") 
and  under  the  subject  to  which  it  relates.  In  each  instance  the 
place  of  entry  is  indicated  by  an  additional  line  printed  at  the  top 
of  the  card  in  a  distinctive  type.  The  duplicates  of  this  particular 
card  will  be  found  under  Fringes,  The,  of  the  fleet  (the  title),  and 

European  War,  1914,  Great  Britain,  Navy  (the  subject).  Note  that 

the  "title"  card  begins  with  "Fringes,"  and  not  "The" ;  the  article 
is  ignored  in  filing,  except  when  it  is  in  a  case  other  than  the 
nominative  in  a  foreign  language  (e.g.  "Knabe,  Der,"  but  "Des 
Knaben  Wunderhorn"). 

The  cards  in  the  public  catalogues  in  this  Library  are  arranged 
on  the  so-called  "dictionary"  plan:  that  is,  authors'  names,  titles, 
and  subjects  are  placed  in  straight  alphabetical  order,  so  that  a 
person  has  three  ways  of  finding  a  book  by  means  of  it.  First,  it 
may  be  found  under  its  writer's  name.  If  this  is  not  known,  one 
may  look  under  the  title,  though  this  is  often  an  unsatisfactory 
method,  because  it  is  not  always  easy  to  recall  the  title  exactly; 
moreover,  only  distinctive  titles  are  entered  in  the  Catalogue.  The 
third  method  is  to  look  under  the  subject  to  which  the  book  relates ; 
this  is  a  longer  process  if  the  subject  embraces  many  books,  but 
it  is  the  natural  step  when  information  upon  a  certain  topic  is 
desired  by  an  inquirer  who  does  not  know  the  literature  available. 
Many  subjects,  especially  the  names  of  countries  and  other  political 
divisions,  are  broken*  up  into  a  large  number  of  sub-heads,  arranged 
sometimes  under  one,  sometimes  under  two  or  more  alphabets; 
the  principle  of  these  is  easy  to  learn  with  the  help  of  an  attendant, 
who  should  always  be  consulted  in  case  of  perplexity. 

It  must  be  noted  further  that,  in  certain  cases  under  the  name 
of  an  author  in  the  catalogue,  there  are  two  successive  alphabets, 
of  which  the  first  contains  the  writings  of  that  author,  with  their 
titles  arranged  in  alphabetical  order;  the  second  consists  of  books 
about  him,  with  the  names  of  their  authors  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order.  In  the  first  of  these  alphabets  the  name  at  the  top  of  the 
card  appears  as  that  of  an  author;  in  the  second  alphabet,  the  same 
name  becomes  that  of  a  subject.  In  the  case  of  books  in  which 
the  writer  is  one  of  two  or  more  authors,  the  cards  are  filed  after 
those  of  the  works  of  which  he  is  the  sole  author.  The  titles  of 
works  of  which  a  writer  is  compiler,  editor,  prefacer,  or  translator, 
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follow  those  of  which  he  is  the  sole  author;  these,  in  turn,  are  fol- 
lowed by  the  cards  describing  books  of  which  the  writer  is  one  of 
two  or  more  authors. 

The  catalogue  is  so  planned  that  a  book  may  be  looked  for 
directly  under  the  subject  with  which  it  deals;  but  this  in  every 
instance  is  to  be  understood  as  the  subject  to  which  it  most 
specifically  relates.    Do  not  look  for  works  on  Indian  Corn  under 

Agriculture,  or  United  States.  Agriculture,  but  under  Corn,  Indian. 

Again,  it  is  of  prime  importance  that  one  know  the  proper  spelling 
of  a  person's  name.  A  reader  who  wishes  the  "Faerie  Queene" 
will  not  find  the  title  of  it  under  "Spencer,  Edmund/'  but  "Spenser, 
Edmund."  One  may  look  in  vain  for  the  nineteenth  century 
philosopher  under  "Spenser,  Herbert,"  but  will  find  him  under 
"Spencer,  Herbert."  All  works  of  fiction  are  catalogued  under 
their  titles ;  in  the  catalogue  of  fiction  for  home  use,  in  the  Delivery 
Room,  every  book  may  be  found  under  both  its  author  and  its  title. 
This  is  the  simplest  catalogue  in  the  Library  and  should  present 
no  difficulty  to  anyone,  however  unaccustomed  he  may  be  to  library 
practice. 

Reference  has  just  been  made  to  the  fiction  catalogue ;  it  may 
be  well  at  this  point  to  give  a  list  of  the  various  card  catalogues  in 
the  Central  Library,  each  of  which  has  its  special  points  of  useful- 
ness.   The  principal  catalogue  is  in  the  enclosure  at  the  south  end 
of  Bates  Hall,  the  main  reading-room  on  the  second  floor;  this 
contains  cards  of  all  the  books  in  the  Library,  except  those  relating 
to  music,  and  the  collection  of  works  of  fiction  in  the  English 
language  for  unrestricted  circulation;  it  is  also  incomplete  as 
regards  the  collection  of  bound  newspapers.    The  catalogue  of 
fiction  in  English  —  novels  and  short  stories  for  home  reading  —  is 
in  a  case  by  the  window  in  the  Delivery  Room  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Library.    On  the  Special  Libraries  floor  are  catalogues 
covering  special  fields;  of  these,  three  are  in  the  Barton-Ticknor 
Library,  covering  respectively  the  map  collection,  the  Brown  Dra- 
matic Collection  —  books  chiefly  on  the  history  of  the  stage  ■ —  and 
the  other  special  collections  kept  in  the  Barton  Library;  one,  cov- 
ering the  combined  fields  of  the  fine  arts  and  industries,  is  in  the 
Fine  Arts  Department ;  and  one,  including  all  the  music  and  musi- 
cal literature  in  the  Library,  is  in  the  Brown  Music  Room.    In  the 
Statistical  Department,  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  is  a  catalogue  of 
the  books  belonging  to  that  department;  and  in  the  Children's 
Room,  on  the  second  floor,  is  a  catalogue  of  the  books  in  that  room 
and  in  the  Teachers'  Reference  Room  adjoining.    The  finding  list 
of  bound  newspapers  may  be  seen  in  the  Patent  Department,  on  the 
ground  floor,  where  the  newspapers  themselves  are  to  be  consulted. 

It  frequently  happens  that  the  quest  of  a  desired  book  is  very 
baffling;  in  such  cases  the  reader  should  consult  an  attendant  with-  • 
out  delay.    He  should  be  careful  to  give  to  the  attendant  all  the 
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information  he  has,  as  the  basis  for  an  intelligent  search,  and  should 
state  his  wishes  as  clearly  as  possible ;  definiteness  is  the  first  requi- 
site. Many  searchers  in  a  catalogue  have  trouble  in  finding  books, 
not  so  much  because  the  catalogue  is  wrong  as  because  the  inquirer 
is  vague  or  mistaken  about  his  data.    It  is  specially  to  be  noted 

that  a  reader  who  wishes  to  see  again  a  book  which 
he  has  previously  used  in  the  Library  must  be  able 
to  give  its  shelf-number,  or  its  author  and  title; 
without  these  facts,  in  a  large  library,  it  may  take 
hours  of  labor  to  find  the  book. 

A  word  should  be  said  as  to  the  amount  of  as- 
sistance a  reader  has  a  fair  right  to  expect.  When- 
ever the  Catalogue  seems  obscure  and  the  informa- 
tion sought  is  not  readily  obtained;  whenever  the 
Library  does  not  seem  to  possess  any  desirable  book 
fi«. 6  on  a  given  subject;  whenever,  in  short,  a  reader 
fails  to  find  what  he  had  hoped  to  find,  then  he  should  frankly  seek 
aid.  But  there  is  an  evident  limit  to  the  time  that  a  Library  at- 
tendant can  devote,  without  injustice  to  other  patrons,  to  finding 
answers  to  questions  in  "guessing  contests"  and  similar  investiga- 
tions; common  sense  will  easily  indicate  that  there  are  some  things 
which  a  reader  should  not  ask  a  Library  attendant  to  do  for  him. 

If  the  Library  has  not  a  desired  book,  especially  one  of  recent 
date,  its  purchase  may  be  recommended  by  the  applicant;  a 
special  card  is  supplied  for  this  purpose  on  request.  Many  new 
books  are  bought  as  a  matter  of  course,  but  suggestions  are  none 
the  less  welcome.  When  purchase  is  made  as  a  result  of  such 
recommendation,  the  applicant  is  notified  of  the  arrival  of  the  book, 
and  is  given  the  first  opportunity  to  use  it. 

It  may  be  well  to  note  here  that  skill  in  the  use  of  the  card 
catalogue,  while  of  value  in  itself,  is  far  less  necessary  in  obtaining 
books  at  the  Branches  than  at  the  Central  Library. 
The  Branch  collections  are  smaller,  and  in  most 
cases  readers  may  help  themselves  to  the  books  di- 
rectly from  open  shelves.  See  the  paragraph  on 
Page  322  containing  suggestions  to  those  who  use 
the  Branches. 

Having  learned  how  to  find  a  desired  book  in 
the  Catalogue,  and  to  ascertain  its  shelf-number, 
the  next  question  is,  how  to  obtain  it.  As  has 
already  been  stated,  any  book  or  any  number  of 
books  may  be  procured  for  use  within  the  building  Fi».r. 
by  writing  on  a  call-slip  (Figure  6,  above)  the  shelf-number  (one 
for  each  book  or  set  of  books)  together  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  applicant,  and  the  number  of  the  seat  at  which  he  intends 
to  sit.  Each  seat  in  the  reading-rooms  has  a  number,  to  be  found 
on  the  edge  of  the  table  in  front  of  it ;  but  the  books  asked  for  will 
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be  left  at  the  table  only  when  the  borrower  is  there  to  receive  them ; 
if  he  is  not  in  his  seat  they  will  be  held  at  the  desk  until  called  for. 

When  books  are  wanted  for  use  in  any  of  the  rooms  on  the 
Special  Libraries  Floor,  or  in  the  Children's  Room,  slips  of  a  dis- 
tinctive color  and  wording  are  furnished.  These  slips  are  shown 
in  Figures  7  and  8. 

Books  which  may  be  taken  from  the  building 
are  issued  for  "home  use"  only  to  registered  card- 
holders. Any  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  of 
suitable  age  may  be  registered  (see  Rules  and  Regu- 
tions,  Article  1)  and  receive  a  card  similar  to  that 
shown  in  Figure  9,  which  will  enable  him  to  borrow 
books  for  use  outside  the  building;  this  card  must 
be  presented  with  the  slip  or  book  on  each  occasion 
when  a  book  is  to  be  borrowed  or  returned.  A  Li- 
brary card  entitles  its  holder,  if  an  adult,  to  four  f>«* 
books  at  a  time,  but  only  two  of  them  may  be  fiction.  Children 
under  sixteen  are  limited  to  two  books  at  a  time.  Books  wanted 
for  home  use  may  be  called  for  at  the  Central  Library  or  at  any 

Branch  or  Reading  Room.  Application  for 
books  may  be  made  at  any  time  when  the  Li- 
brary is  open,  except  between  the  hours  of  nine 
and  ten  in  the  evening. 

In  applying  for  books  to  be  used  outside  the 
building,  the  borrower  should  find  the  shelf- 
number  in  the  usual  way,  as  previously  ex- 
plained, and  write  it  in  the  space  provided  at 
the  right-hand  side  of  the  manila  slip  shown  in 
Figure  10,  on  which  must  also  be  written  the 
name  and  address  of  the  card-holder.  If  he 
Fi«  9.  wishes  more  than  one  book  he  should  fill  out  a 

separate  slip  for  each  book  desired.  If  he  wishes  only  one  of  a 
number  of  possible  choices,  he  should  write  in  the  column  on  the 
slip  several  shelf-numbers,  placing  his  first  choice  at  the  top;  he 
will  receive  the  first  available  book  on  this  list.  The  slip,  properly 
filled  out,  must  be  presented  at  the  delivery 
desk,  accompanied  by  the  borrower's  Li- 
brary Card.  When  a  reader  wishes  to 
take  for  home  use  a  book  which  he  has 
already  obtained  on  a  "hall  use"  slip,  he 
may  have  the  book  issued  to  him  by  pre- 
senting it,  with  his  Library  Card  and  a  fi*. t«t~ 
manila  "home  use"  slip  (Figure  10)  at  the  desk  in  the  reading- 
room. 

Certain  works  in  the  Library  are  more  or  less  restricted  to 
use  within  the  building.  This  restriction  is  indicated  by  an 
asterisk  (*)  before  the  shelf-number,  wherever  it  appears.  Some

of  these  books,  on  account  of  rarity  or  terms  of  bequest,  may  not 
under  any  circumstances  be  taken  from  the  building.  Among  the 
classes  of  books  ordinarily  restricted  in  circulation  are  complete 
sets  of  the  works  of  an  author,  files  of  periodicals  or  of  transactions 
of  societies  and  institutions,  and  costly  books  or  those  printed  in 
limited  editions;  genealogical  works,  local  histories,  dictionaries, 
directories,  and  all  works  of  a  sort  intended  purely  for  reference 
use  are  also  "starred."  The  Library  has  a  fixed  rule  that  bound 
pamphlets  and  bound  periodicals  over  ten  years  old  may  not  be 
taken  from  the  building;  duplicate  sets  of  a  few  popular  magazines 
are,  however,  provided  for  unrestricted  circulation.  In  spite  of  all 
these  rules,  the  Library  is  frequently  glad  to  permit  the  issue  of 
restricted  books.  Any  reader  who  has  special  reasons  for  wishing 
to  borrow  such  a  book  should  apply  to  the  officer  in  charge ;  if  the 
request  is  not  granted  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  Librarian. 

After  applying  for  books  the  reader  must  expect  to  wait  a 
reasonable  time  —  at  least  ten  minutes  —  before  they  can  be  de- 
livered to  him.  If  at  the  end  of  fifteen  minutes  he  hears  nothing 
of  his  application,  he  should  report  the  matter  at  the  desk  —  in 
Bates  Hall,  at  the  Centre  Desk.  The  Library  wishes  to  give  a 
quick  and  effective  service,  but  where  machinery  is  involved,  acci- 
dents and  delays  are  bound  to  occur  occasionally.  The  public, 
therefore,  serves  the  Library  as  well  as  itself  when  unusual  delay 
is  reported.  Every  call-slip  sent  in  is  looked  up  in  a  register  or 
"Indicator"  of  all  books  charged  out  or  temporarily  removed  from 
their  permanent  location.  If  no  entry  is  found  in  the  Indicator 
the  slip  is  then  sent  to  the  stack,  where  the  main  body  of  the  books 
is  kept.  If  the  book  desired  is  not  in  its  place,  the  slip  is  returned 
to  the  applicant  with  a  cross  on  it.  This  mark  means  one  of  two 
things:  that  the  book  is  already  in  use  in  the  building  (such  use, 
being  temporary,  is  not  charged  in  the  Indicator),  or  that  the  Li- 
brary has  no  knowledge  of  its  whereabouts.  It  may  be  misplaced, 
or  otherwise  gone  astray.  If  the  reader,  after  several  attempts  to 
get  a  particular  book,  is  unsuccessful,  he  may  ask  that  a  special 
search  be  made  for  it ;  this  may  result  in  the  discovery  of  the  book 
in  a  wrong  place. 

It  should  always  be  remembered  that  the  more  popular  a  book 
is,  especially  a  recent  one,  the  less  the  chance  of  getting  it,  in  spite 
of  the  constant  efforts  of  the  Library  to  supply  enough  copies  to 
meet  a  reasonably  large  demand.  If  a  reader  fails  to  secure  a 
needed  book  after  several  attempts,  he  is  at  liberty  to  ask  for  the 
purchase  of  more  copies.    Such  requests  are  often  granted. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  collections  of  books  on  open  shelves 
in  Bates  Hall  and  in  other  reading  rooms  of  the  Library.  These 
books  are  chosen  primarily  for  reference  and  to  aid  readers  in 
getting  commonly  sought  information  more  quickly  than  they 
could  do  by  sending  for  books  from  the  stacks.    There  are  also 
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many  and  excellent  works  on  these  shelves  which  are  there  to 
invite  readers,  and  possibly  to  stimulate  their  desire  for  a  larger 
and  better  use  of  the  Library  as  a  whole.  But  the  public  is  warned 
not  to  make  the  grave  mistake  of  supposing  that  these  reference 
collections  constitute  the  Library.  They  contain,  in  fact,  only  the 
merest  handful,  as  compared  with  the  great  num- 
bers of  books,  not  in  sight,  but  awaiting  the  call 
of  all  who  wish  to  consult  them. 

Those  who  use  the  Library  will  do  well  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  Library  publica- 
tions. The  titles  of  new  books  are  placed  in  the 
Card  Catalogue  just  as  soon  as  possible,  but  the 
moment  they  are  so  placed  they  are  merged  into 
a  great  mass  of  other  cards,  in  which  each  title 
must  be  examined  separately  and  not  in  open 
comparison  with  others,  as  may  be  done  on  a 
printed  page.  There  is  no  help  for  this  condition, 
but  there  are  simple  and  useful  methods  of  getting  acquainted  with 
new  books  as  they  arrive.  Every  Saturday  there  appears  at  the 
Central  Library  and  all  its  Branches  and  Reading-rooms  a  list 
(Figure  n)  of  books  added  to  the  Library  since  the  appearance  of 
the  list  of  the  week  preceding.  It  is  given  without  charge  to  those 
who  ask  for  it,  and  enables  anyone  to  see  the  titles  of  the  books  most 
recently  acquired.    These  lists  contain  author,  but  not  subject  or 

title  entries,  and  are  merely  a  temporary 
convenience.  On  the  last  day  of  March, 
June,  September,  and  December  of  each 
year  the  Library  issues  also  for  free  dis- 
tribution, a  Quarterly  Bulletin  (Figure 
12),  which  is  a  valuable  list  of  recent 
literature.  Each  Bulletin  gives  the 
titles  of  works  added  during  the  pre- 
ceding quarter,  arranged  after  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  Card  Catalogue, 
that  is  to  say,  under  the  name  of  the 
author,  under  the  subject  to  which  each 
work  relates,  and  also,  in  many  cases, 
under  the  title.  The  Quarterly  Bulletin 
also  contains  what  the  Card  Catalogue 
does  not,  a  grouping  of  recent  books 
according  to  their  literary  form :  as  for 
example,  under  such  headings  as  Biog- 
raphy, Drama,  Essays,  Fiction,  Poetry.  In  each  Bulletin  is  a 
classified  index  of  the  subject-headings  under  which,  in  that  issue, 
books  in  the  various  departments  of  knowledge  (History,  Engi- 
neering, etc.)  have  been  entered.  Public  Documents  are  separately 
listed  and,  in  the  case  of  United  States  government  publications, 
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an  index  of  the  topics  covered  by  them  is  given.  From  time  to 
time  also  special  lists  are  appended  dealing  with  matters  of  im- 
mediate interest.  The  Quarterly  Bulletin  also  contains  plates, 
facsimile  reprints,  and  descriptive  texts,  opening  up  to  the  public 
some  of  the  rarer  treasures  of  the  Library.  A  little  care  in  grasp- 
ing the  method  followed  in  these  Bulletins  ought  to  enable  the 
reader  to  derive  great  help  from  them,  to  familiarize  himself  with 
the  methods  of  entry  followed  in  the  Card  Catalogue,  and  in  many 
cases  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  it;  the  Bulletins  also 
extend  the  advantages  of  the  main  catalogue,  as  far  as  new  books 
are  concerned,  to  all  portions  of  the  Library  system  and  to  the 
homes  of  readers.  Many  special  subject  catalogues  are  also  pub- 
lished by  the  Library,  and  a  list  of  those  in  print  may  be  found  in 
each  Quarterly  Bulletin.  The  Library  recommends  that  all  these 
aids  be  more  generally  used. 

Such  is  a  general  outline  of  the  various  ways  of  obtaining  what 
one  wishes  in  the  Boston  Public  Library.  Many  little  difficulties 
constantly  arise,  which  can  only  be  met  as  they  come  up.  The 
most  experienced  librarian  will  find  puzzles,  and  his  first  and 
often  his  only  safe  guide  is  the  Card  Catalogue,  which  is  the  one 
essential  key  to  the  Library  and  to  the  books  in  it.  It  is  the  belief 
of  many  persons  that  if  they  can  get  access  to  the  shelves  they 
will  quickly  find  what  they  desire.  Such  a  privilege  in  this  Library 
would  only  add  to  their  perplexities,  for  the  books  here  are  not 
arranged  according  to  any  close  system  of  classification,  but  only 
by  general  classes,  without  minute  subdivision.  The  works,  for 
instance,  on  English  history  are  placed  together,  but  are  not  sub- 
divided by  reigns  or  epochs.  A  reader  turned  loose  in  such  an 
assemblage  would  be  as  puzzled  to  find  what  he  wants  as  would  a 
stranger  on  a  city  street  to  find  the  person  he  seeks  by  running  his 
eye  along  the  names  on  the  house  doors.  He  might  attain  his  ob- 
ject, but  he  would  certainly  do  so  much  more  speedily  with  the 
help  of  a  directory. 


GETTING  BOOKS  AT  THE  BRANCHES. 

At  the  Branches  and  Reading  Rooms  the  method  of  procuring 
a  book  is  much  simpler  than  at  the  Central  Library,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  collections  are  comparatively  small,  and  to  the  closer 
personal  relation  existing  between  attendants  and  the  public. 

The  books  are  for  the  most  part  on  open  shelves,  where  they 
may  be  freely  handled  by  readers;  at  most  of  the  Branches  all 
books  on  a  given  subject  will  be  found  together.  It  is  therefore 
easy  for  the  reader  to  select  his  own  book,  with  no  formalities  of 
any  kind.  If  he  wishes  to  consult  a  work  in  the  building,  he  simply 
takes  it  to  a  table  without  interference ;  if  he  wishes  to  draw  it  for 
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home  use,  he  takes  it  to  the  issue  desk,  with  his  card,  and  has  it 
charged.  If  he  desires  to  learn  what  material  the  Branch  possesses 
on  a  given  subject,  he  may  consult  the  card  catalogue,  which  is 
similar  to  those  at  the  Central  Library;  but  in  most  cases  he  will 
find  this  unnecessary. 

The  recent  unbound  numbers  of  magazines  may  be  drawn  for 
home  use  at  the  Branches  and  Reading  Rooms. 

As  has  been  said  above,  those  who  use  the  Branches  may 
obtain  books  from  the  Central  Library,  on  a  day's  notice,  by  leaving 
a  written  request  at  any  Branch  —  always  supposing  that  the  book 
wanted  is  available  for  circulation;  the 
call-slip  used  for  this  purpose  is  shown  in 
Figure  13.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  slip 
allows  one  to  apply  for  books  by  number, 
by  author  and  title,  or  simply  by  subject. 
Since  the  catalogue  of  the  Central  Library 
is  not  duplicated  at  the  Branches,  the  bor-  f*.  i3. 

rower  will  often  be  unable  to  give  the  shelf-numbers  of  books  which 
he  wants;  in  such  cases  he  should  give  the  titles  of  the  books,  with 
their  authors,  and  should  also  state  as  clearly  as  possible  the  exact 
subject  on  which  he  is  seeking  material ;  this  will  insure  the  return 
of  the  best  book  available,  if  those  named  are  not  to  be  had.  As 
at  the  Central  Library,  a  separate  slip  should  be  sent  in  for  each 
book  desired;  if  four  books  are  wanted,  use  four  slips.  Those 
who  frequent  the  Branches  are  specially  urged  to  make  full  use  of 
the  Library  Bulletins  (see  page  321),  which  are  distributed  on  re- 
quest at  every  Branch  and  Reading  Room,  and  which  record  the 
constant  inflow  of  new  books  at  the  Central  Library.  Attendants 
at  the  Branches  are  ready  and  eager  to  give  all  possible  assistance 
in  obtaining  books  for  readers. 

Application  for  deposits  of  books  and  pictures  for  school  use 
may  be  made  through  the  Branches ;  the  material  will  usually  be 
ready  for  delivery  to  the  school  on  the  second  day  after  the  re- 
quest is  received. 


C^tttt.  -- 
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THE  WASHINGTON  MEDAL. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  known  that  this  Library  possessed  the 
valuable  Washington  Medal,  struck  in  honor  of  the  Evacuation  of  Boston 
by  the  British  forces  on  March  17,  1776,  and  the  only  gold  medal  given  by 
Congress  to  General  George  Washington,  but  the  public  has  had  little  informa- 
tion about  it,  and  few  persons  have  ever  seen  it.  Henceforth,  on  the  twenty- 
second  of  each  February  (or  on  the  twenty-third  also,  if  Washington's  Birth- 
day falls  on  a  Sunday)  this  medal  will  be  displayed  in  the  exhibition  room  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Department  of  the  Central  Library. 

This  medal,  here  reproduced  in  its  actual  size,  was  designed  in  Paris  by 
Pierre  Simon  Benjamin  Duvivier.  The  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
artist  at  the  request  o£  the  Continental  Congress  by  John  Adams  and  two 
associates. 

On  the  obverse  of  the  medal  appears  a  bust  of  Washington  in  profile, 
surrounded  on  the  inner  rim  by  the  legend,  in  Latin:  Georgio  Washington 
Svpremo  Dvce  Exercitwm  Adsertori  Libertatis  Comitia  Americana  (The 
American  Congress  to  George  Washington  Commander-in-Chief  of  its  Armies, 
Protector  of  Liberty).  The  reverse  shows  Washington  and  four  aids,  all 
mounted  and  viewing  from  Dorchester  Heights  (South  Boston)  the  town 
of  Boston  and  the  retreating  British  vessels.  In  the  immediate  foreground 
are  two  cannon  with  cannon  shot,  and  between  the  figures  and  the  harbor  is 
a  fortified  part  of  the  Heights  with  troops  deploying  on  the  level  below.  On 
the  inner  rim  at  the  top  are  the  words :  Hostibus  Primo  Fugatis,  and  below 
the  design,  in  horizontal  lines: 

Bostonium  Recuperatum 
XVII  Martii 
MDCCLXXVI. 

(Immediately  the  enemy  were  routed,  Boston  was  regained  on  March  17, 1776.) 

The  following  account  of  the  medal  itself  and  the  purchase  of  it  is  re- 
printed from  the  "Celebration  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Evacua- 
tion of  Boston  by  the  British  Army,  March  17th,  1776  (Boston,  1876,  pp.  25- 
28): 

"The  gold  medal  commemorative  of  the  Evacuation  of  Boston  became 
the  property  of  George  Steptoe  Washington,  the  son  of  Samuel  Washington, 
who  was  the  General's  elder  brother.  The  next  owner  of  the  medal  was  Dr. 
Samuel  Walter  Washington,  eldest  son  of  George  Steptoe  Washington.  On 
the  decease  of  the  doctor  at  Hasewood,  Virginia,  in  183 1,  his  widow  became 
possessed  of  the  relic.   She  gave  it  to  her  only  son,  George  Lafayette  Wash- 
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ington,  who  had  married  the  daughter  of  her  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  B. 
Clemson,  of  Claymont,  Delaware.  On  the  decease  of  George  Lafayette  Wash- 
ington, the  medal  became  the  property  of  his  widow,  Mrs.  Ann  Bull  Washing- 
ton, from  whom  with  proper  certificates  and  vouchers,  by  the  generous 
co-operation  of  fifty  citizens  of  Boston,  it  has  been  secured  to  the  permanent 
ownership  of  this  City,  with  which  it  is  so  gratefully  identified,  and  has  been 
deposited  in  the  Public  Library. 

"Thus  it  appears  that  the  medal  has  been  transmitted  through  the  de- 
scendants, in  successive  generations,  of  General  Washington's  elder  brother. 
They  have  fully  appreciated  its  intrinsic  and  symbolic  value,  and  have 
anxiously  taken  care  for  its  safety  under  the  risks  and  perils  which  have  at- 
tended its  presenvation.  It  is,  itself,  a  most  beautiful  and  perfect  specimen 
of  workmanship  of  the  die  and  mint,  and  is  without  a  blemish  or  any  perceptible 
wear  of  its  sharp  outlines.  During  our  Civil  War  its  then  owner,  George 
Lafayette  Washington,  was  residing  eleven  miles  from  Harper's  Ferry,  on  the 
main  route  to  Winchester,  where  the  belligerents  held  alternate  possession. 
The  medal,  in  its  original  case  of  green  seal-skin,  lined  with  velvet,  was  en- 
veloped in  cotton,  and,  deposited  in  a  box,  was  buried  in  the  dry  cellar  of  a 
venerable  mansion  where  General  Washington  usually  spent  many  months  of 
the  genial  portion  of  the  year.  The  original  case,  which  fell  into  decay  by  this 
exposure,  accompanies  the  medal  in  its  present  repository. 

"The  successive  owners  of  this  precious  heir-loom  have  often  been  so- 
licited to  part  with  it  by  private  importunity,  or  for  public  institutions,  but  have 
always  declined  to  do  so,  having  in  view  that  if  ever  it  passed  out  of  their  hands 
it  should  be  to  find  its  resting-place  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  losses  to 
which  its  owners  were  subjected  during  the  late  war  [Civil  War],  concurring 
with  the  interest  of  the  occasion  of  the  centennial  day  which  it  commemorated, 
combined  to  induce  the  measures  which  have  had  such  a  felicitous  result 

"A  member  of  the  Washington  family  residing  in  Texas,  being  aware  of 
the  williness  of  his  kinswoman  in  Delaware  to  part  with  the  medal  on  the 
conditions  just  referred  to,  addressed  a  letter,  on  the  6th  of  last  December,  to 
his  Honor,  Mayor  Cobb,  making  proposals  to  bring  about  the  intended  object. 

"As  the  Mayor  did  not  judge  it  expedient  to  propose  any  official  action  to 
the  city  government,  he  consulted  with  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop  on  the 
subject,  who  immediately  prepared  a  subscription  paper,  which  he,  with  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Mayor  and  of  ex-Mayor  the  Hon.  Otis  Norcross, 
succeeded  in  having  filled  to  the  necessary  amount. 

"While  this  measure  was  in  progress  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  the  uncle  of 
the  late  George  Lafayette  Washington,  and  the  father  of  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Ann  Bull  Washington,  not  being  aware  of  the  facts  just  stated,  on  February 
22,  1876,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Hon.  John  C.  Park,  of  this  city,  opening  a 
direct  communication  between  the  owner  of  the  medal  and  those  who  were 
interested  in  its  transfer.  In  this  letter  Dr.  Clemson  writes:  'I  might  state 
that  the  medal  was  verbally  purchased  by  Governor  Andrew,  of  your  State,  and 
on  this  honored  day  [the  birthday  of  Washington]  was  to  have  been  presented 
to  your  citizens.    But  his  premature  death  prevented  the  consummation.' 

"This  medal  was  the  only  gold  medal  given  by  Congress  to  General  Wash- 
ington.  Betwen  the  date  of  March  25,  1776,  when  this  gift  was  bestowed 
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by  a  resolve  of  Congress,  and  the  year  1786,  by  votes  of  the  same  body,  a  series 
of  ten  more  gold  medals  was  struck  at  the  Paris  mint  commemorative  of  the 
great  events  and  the  great  men  of  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  The  French 
Government  presented  a  set  of  these  in  silver,  including  also  one  in  the  same 
metal  of  that  which  had  been  given  to  him  in  gold,  to  General  Washington. 
It  is  asserted  that  they  were  prepared  substantially  under  the  direction  of 
Lafayette.  This  series  of  eleven,  known  as  the  "Washington  Medals,"  on  the 
decease  of  the  childless  General,  were  disposed  of  with  other  similar  treasures, 
under  the  direction  of  his  administrator,  Judge  Bushrod  Washington,  among 
the  heirs-at-law.  They  afterwards  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Hon.  Daniel 
Webster,  and,  soon  after  his  decease,  into  the  hands  of  his  friend,  the  Hon. 
Peter  Harvey,  of  Boston.  This  gentleman,  in  April,  1874,  most  generously 
bestowed  them  upon  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  in  whose  cabinet 
they  are  now  gratefully  treasured.  Thus  all  the  "Washington  Medals"  are 
now  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  RELATIVE  TO  THE 

WASHINGTON  MEDAL. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  March  20,  1876,  the  following 
communications  was  received :  — 

Executive  Department,  March  20,  1876. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council:— 

Gentlemen,  —  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  gold  Medal  pre- 
sented to  General  George  Washington  by  the  American  Congress  in  1776,  commemora- 
tive of  the  evacuation  of  Boston  by  the  British  troops,  was  recently  purchased  of  the 
Washington  family  by  a  few  of  our  citizens,  to  be  given  by  them  to  the  City  of  Boston 
and  preserved  in  the  Boston  Public  Library.  This  most  valuable  relic,  so  peculiarly 
interesting  to  Boston  as  commemorating  the  most  important  event  in  her  history,  has 
been  placed  in  my  hands,  and  by  me  transferred  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library, 
in  whose  custody  it  is  to  remain,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  donors.  A  copy 
of  the  subscription  list,  with  the  preamble  stating  the  object  of  the  subscription,  is 
enclosed  herewith.

The  large  gold  medal  presented  to  Washington,  by  Congress,  for  his  services  in 
expelling  the  British  forces  from  Boston  on  the  17th  of  March,  1776,  having  remained 
in  the  Washington  family  for  a  hundred  years,  is  now,  owing  to  the  circumstances  of  its 
immediate  owner,  privately  offered  for  sale.  The  undersigned,  feeling  deeply  that  such 
memorial  should  be  among  the  most  cherished  treasures  of  our  city,  and  should  certainly 
go  nowhere  else,  hereby  agree  to  be  responsible  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  for  the  purchase  of  the  Medal,  to  be  presented  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
preserved  forever  in  the  Boston  Public  Library.

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LIBERTY  TREE  BROADSIDE. 


The  facsimile  which  accompanies  this  note  is  of  an  extremely  rare  broad- 
side relating  to  one  of  the  most  exciting  episodes  in  the  history  of  Boston. 
On  August  14,  1765,  Andrew  Oliver,  lieutenant-governor  under  Hutchinson, 
and  recently  appointed  agent  for  stamped  paper,  was  hanged  in  effigy  to  a 
large  elm,  later  called  the  "Liberty  Tree."  When  Chief  Justice,  afterwards 
Governor,  Thomas  Hutchinson  ordered  the  sheriff  to  take  down  the  effigy, 
the  people  of  the  town  removed  it  themselves  and  burned  it  before  Oliver's 
house.  They  then  proceeded  to  destroy  the  furniture  and  fences,  and  break 
the  windows  of  the  hated  Stamp  Officer's  house ;  later  they  sacked  the  house 
of  the  Chief  Justice.  The  mob,  after  it  had  completed  its  work  of  devastation 
at  Secretary  Oliver's  house,  turned  its  attention  to  the  house  of  Charles  Pax- 
ton,  a  revenue  commissioner  and  mandamus  councillor,  but  was  bought  off  by 
a  barrel  of  punch  which  was  broached  in  a  neighboring  tavern. 

The  lines  in  the  poem: 


refer  to  the  effigy  of  Oliver,  and  a  boot  (with  the  Devil  peeping  from  it),  in 
allusion  to  the  Earl  of  Bute,  hated  for  his  advocacy  of  the  Stamp  Act  which 
was  signed  by  the  King  on  March  25,  1765.  Such  was  the  protest  at  the 
moment  in  Boston  against  "Taxation  without  representation"  in  Parliament. 
The  Act  went  into  effect  on  November  1,  1765,  but  on  March  18,  of  the  follow- 
ing year  it  was  repealed. 

In  a  letter  written  in  1768  to  Lord  Hillsborough,  Governor  Francis  Ber- 
nard writes :  "Your  Lordship  must  know  that  Liberty  tree  is  a  large  old  elm 
in  the  High  Street,  upon  which  the  effigies  were  hung  in  the  time  of  the 
Stamp  Act,  and  from  whence  the  mob  at  that  time  made  their  parade.  It  has 
since  been  adorned  with  an  inscription,  and  has  obtained  the  name  of  Liberty 
Tree,  as  the  ground  under  it  has  that  of  Liberty  Hall.  In  August  last,  just 
before  the  commencement  of  the  present  troubles,  they  erected  a  flagstaff, 
which  went  through  the  tree,  and  a  good  deal  above  the  top  of  the  tree.  Upon 
this  they  hoist  a  flag  as  a  signal  for  the  Sons  of  Liberty,  as  they  are  called." 

Where  the  Liberty  Tree  stood  at  the  corner  of  Essex  and  Washington 
Streets,  just  about  opposite  Boylston  Street,  later  was  the  Liberty  Tree 
Tavern.  Set  into  the  front  wall  of  the  old  building  now  standing  on  the  site 
is  a  freestone  bas-relief  of  the  Liberty  Tree  carrying  the  following  inscription  :

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Library 


The  following  lines  contain  a  brief  summary  of  the  rules  governing  the  use  of 
the  Library,  the  full  text  of  which  in  pamphlet  form  may  be  had  free.  Every  user  of 
the  Library  is  expected  to  be  familiar  with  them. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  free  to  all. 

Citizens,  students,  temporary  sojourners,  officers  and  men  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  certain  other  persons  may  become  card  holders.  Special 
privileges  are  granted  also  to  teachers  and  clergymen,  and  loans  of  books 
are  made  upon  deposit. 

Application  made  in  writing,  with  reference  or  student's  certificate, 
secures  a  Library  Card  entitling  the  holder  to  draw  books.  Card  holders 
must  notify  Registration  Clerk  of  change  of  address.  Cards  are  non-trans- 
ferable and  revocable,  and  registration  may  be  cancelled.  Lost  cards  entail 
penalty;  responsibility  continues.  Cards  must  be  presented  and  stamped 
regularly  with  each  book  drawn  or  returned. 

Cards  entitle  the  holder  to  two  or  four  books  for  seven  or  fourteen  days 
without  renewal.  Books  are  not  transferable.  There  are  limitations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  Seven-day  books. 

There  are  restrictions  upon  the  lending  for  Home  Use  of  certain  books. 
These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  Catalogue. 

Any  person  may  use  books  within  the  Library  upon  signing  the  proper 
form  of  application,  promising  to  return  them  before  leaving  the  room. 

Fines  of  two  cents  a  day  and  twenty-five  cents  per  two  weeks  extra,  for 
four  weeks,  and  the  full  cost  of  replacing  books,  with  loss  of  privileges  until 
paid,  are  the  penalty  for  overdetention.  No  exemption  is  granted  except  to 
children.  Further  detention  is  punishable  by  law. 

Books  must  be  used  with  care  and  all  damage  made  good.  Violations 
of  this  rule  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Books  must  be  returned  when  called  for  and  are  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves  only  by  employees,  except  in  the  open  reference  collections. 

Conversation  and  other  abuses  are  forbidden  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 
Damage  to  catalogues  is  punishable.  Attendants  must  enforce  the  rules,  but 
may  be  reported  for  incivility. 

The  Central  Library  is  open  daily  except  holidays,  from  9  a.m.,  till  10  p.m., 
Sundays  from  12  till  10  p.m.,  except  that  the  summer  closing  hour  is  9  p.m. 
both  on  week  days  and  Sundays.  The  Branches  are  open  at  the  hours  posted 
therein  and  published  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

A  Coat  Room  is  provided  where  garments  and  packages  may  be  checked ; 
but  the  Trustees  assume  no  responsibility. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  building.    Smoking  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  not,  except  in  emergency,  allowed  to  receive  visitors 
during  working  hours.

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A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

THE  SECOND  PERIOD. 

The  beginnings  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  were  pictur- 
esque and  dramatic ;  they  were  marked  by  imagination  and  daring, 
by  co-operation  from  across  the  seas,  and  by  the  devotion  of  emi- 
nent men  of  wide  fame,  who  seem  to  us  to  have  belonged  to  a 
larger  race  than  the  men  of  to-day. 

Yet  these  beginnings  were  small  and  their  scope  restricted, 
compared  to  the  institution  of  to-day  and  its  activities.  Birth  is, 
perhaps,  the  greatest  moment  in  the  history  of  an  institution,  but 
achievement  comes  only  through  growth ;  and  the  forty  years  from 
1880  to  1920  are  marked  by  a  steadily  increasing  service  to  an  ever 
widening  public.  The  story  seems  to  lack  incident  merely  because 
incidents  are  so  frequent  as  to  have  become  commonplace ;  many 
an  every-day  occurrence  of  1920  would  have  been  a  noteworthy 
event  in  i860. 

Similarly  with  personalities:  it  is  hard  to  recognize  the  giants 
while  they  are  our  neighbors ;  and  a  list  of  names  such  as  that  of 
the  founders  of  the  Library  becomes  invidious  when  chosen  from 
contemporaries.  Yet  it  is  not,  perhaps,  out  of  place  to  name  Win- 
sor,  Chamberlain,  Putnam,  and  Wadlin  among  librarians,  Green- 
ough,  Abbott,  and  Benton  among  Trustees,  Billings,  Brown  and 
John  Sargent  among  benefactors  of  the  second  period  in  the  history 
of  the  Library,  as  those  by  whom  this  period  will  be  remembered.

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One  event  stands  out  pre-eminent  in  this  portion  of  the  Li- 
brary's story  —  the  erection  of  the  Copley  Square  building;  this 
more  than  anything  else  in  the  career  of  the  institution  determined 
the  character  of  the  years  now  under  review,  and  marked  the  ma- 
turity of  the  Library.  Its  construction,  from  the  petition  which 
secured  the  original  gift  of  Commonwealth  land  to  the  opening 
of  the  doors,  occupied  fifteen  years ;  the  new  activities  made  pos- 
sible by  the  foresight  of  those  who  planned  the  building  constitute 
the  salient  features  of  the  period  since  its  occupation.  The  realiza- 
tion of  the  ideals  conceived  by  the  Trustees  and  the  architects  in- 
volved a  series  of  hard  fights,  now  happily  quite  forgotten;  the 
wisdom  and  public  spirit  of  those  conceptions  have  been  clear  from 
the  moment  the  noble  structure  was  occupied.  It  is  no  accident 
that  in  the  minds  of  the  world  to-day  the  Boston  Public  Library 
is  first  of  all  a  great  building;  the  building  is  the  fullest  expression 
of  the  best  dreams  of  its  founders  and  those  who  worthily  followed 
them  and  took  up  their  burden  and  their  vocation. 

It  was  in  1880  that  the  Commonwealth  made  the  grant  of  land 
as  the  site  for  a  new  library  building  on  the  corner  of  Dartmouth 
and  Boylston  Streets.  A  number  of  years  were  spent  upon  tenta- 
tive plans  by  various  architects,  upon  estimates  based  on  insuf- 
ficient data,  and  upon  discussion  of  ways  and  means.  It  is  a 
reasonable  statement  that  it  required  at  least  seven  years  for  the 
Trustees  to  grasp  the  possibilities  of  the  new  site,  and  to  form  a 
mental  picture  of  the  kind  of  building  that  would  at  once  satisfy 
the  needs  of  the  present  and  open  the  way  for  the  finest  possible 
development  in  the  future.  From  the  standpoint  of  to-day,  when 
public  libraries  are  an  old  story,  it  is  impossible  to  realize  the  cre- 
ative character  of  the  task  which  the  Trustees  set  themselves,  thirty- 
five  years  ago.  There  was  no  such  institution  in  the  world  as  the 
Boston  Public  Library  had  begun  to  be,  under  the  inspired  leader- 
ship of  its  founders ;  many  libraries  had  followed  in  its  footsteps, 
but  it  had  continued  to  lead,  and  it  had  no  model.  Furthermore, 
there  was  no  such  library  building  anywhere  as  this  must  be  —  a 
library  of  the  largest  size,  catering  at  once  to  students  and  to  bor- 
rowers, serving  the  entire  varied  population  of  a  great  city,  whom 
it  must  seek  at  once  to  educate  and  to  entertain.  It  is  no  wonder 
that  architect  after  architect  was  consulted,  that  plan  after  plan 
was  made  and  discarded,  and  that  it  was  hard  to  carry  the  public 
forward,  as  the  vision  of  the  Trustees  widened. 

The  Trustees  at  last  decided  upon  McKim,  Mead  &  White,  of 
New  York,  as  the  architects  best  qualified  to  design  the  new  build- 
ing, and  from  1887  on,  the  work  made  steady  progress;  but  even 
these  final  architects,  with  the  experiments  of  their  predecessors 
before  them,  took  more  than  a  year  to  develop  a  plan  that  promised 
to  be  at  all  adequate  for  the  dream  of  the  Trustees.  Additional 
land  had  been  procured  soon  after  the  original  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth,  so  as  to  give  a  broad  frontage  on  Copley  Square ; 
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but  two  successive  foundations  were  laid,  and  the  interior  arrange- 
ment adopted,  before  the  exterior  was  fully  designed. 

The  construction  went  on  steadily  after  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  in  1888,  until  the  occupation  of  the  building  in  the 
spring  of  1895.  When  the  first  million  dollars  had  been  nearly 
spent,  it  was  discovered  that  the  estimates  had  been  only  about 
half  large  enough  to  cover  the  whole  cost,  and  the  additional 
money,  bringing  the  total  to  $2,550,000,  was  obtained  at  the  ex- 
pense of  some  hard  feeling.  But  no  one  ever  charged  that  the 
City  did  not  get  its  money's  worth,  and  since  the  completion  of  the 
building  the  feeling  has  been  unanimous  that  the  City  has  never 
spent  money  to  better  advantage. 

For,  as  stated  above,  the  building  has  made  the  Library.  Once 
for  all,  that  union  of  the  functions  of  reference  and  circulation  on  a 
large  scale,  in  which  the  Boston  Public  Library  was  the  pioneer, 
was  made  permanent  by  the  arrangement  of  the  interior.  The  old 
building  divided  the  Library  into  a  popular  branch  on  the  lower 
floor,  and  a  serious  branch  in  Bates  Hall ;  to-day,  the  two  are  one, 
and  the  reader  calls  alike  for  the  latest  fiction  in  Bates  Hall,  and 
for  the  most  abstruse  treatises  in  the  Delivery  Room ;  one  is  read- 
ing-room, the  other  is  issue  department;  but  both  draw  from  a 
common  book-stack. 

Many  new  activities  were  born  with  the  occupation  of  the  new 
building;  among  these  were  the  separate  work  with  children,  and 
the  wider  co-operation  with  the  public  schools  of  the  City;  the 
Newspaper  Department,  created  by  the  munificence  of  William 
C.  Todd,  of  Atkinson,  N.  H. ;  the  Lecture  Hall  and  its  series  of 
free  public  lectures;  the  Department  of  Statistics  and  Docu- 
uments;  the  Branch  Department,  conducting  the  great  system 
of  book-exchanges  between  the  Central  Library  and  its  Branches, 
and  the  delivery  of  books  to  the  numerous  deposit  stations  in 
schools  and  institutions ;  the  Printing  Department,  and  the  steady 
stream  of  catalogues  and  catalogue  cards  which  flows  from  it ;  and 
all  the  lines  of  work  centering  in  the  Special  Libraries  Depart- 
ment on  the  upper  floor.  A  few  of  these  —  the  work  with  the 
branches  and  the  fine  arts  collection  —  were  present  in  embryo  in 
the  Boylston  Street  building;  but  their  development  has  been  made 
possible  only  by  means  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  larger  struc- 
ture. 

The  organization  of  the  staff  has  gone  hand  in  hand  with  the 
growth  of  these  various  lines  of  activity.  When  the  Library 
moved  from  the  old  building,  there  were  only  five  main  depart- 
ments: Catalogue,  Ordering,  Shelf,  Bates  Hall  Reference,  and 
Lower  Hall  Circulation.  Under  the  organizing  genius  of  Herbert 
Putnam,  now  Librarian  of  Congress,  who  was  elected  librarian 
just  as  the  institution  entered  its  new  home,  the  year  1895  saw  the 
creation  of  the  Special  Libraries  Department  and  the  Printing  De- 
partment; the  year  1896  brought  the  appointment  of  a  Supervisor 
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of  Branches  and  an  Editor  of  Library  Publications;  and  in 
1898  the  Department  of  Documents  and  Statistics  was  organized. 
Other  departments  were  slower  in  coming  into  their  own;  but 
the  special  activities  of  the  Children's  Room,  the  Newspaper  Room, 
the  Periodical  Room,  the  Patent  Room,  the  Registration  Depart- 
ment, the  Fine  Arts  Department,  the  Music  Room,  the  Map  De- 
partment, and  the  special  collections  of  the  Barton-Ticknor  Library 
were  all  developing  individuality  and  finding  their  place  in  the 
system. 

The  separate  work  for  children  began  with  the  occupation  of 
the  new  building;  it  grew  steadily,  presenting  ever  new  problems 
and  possibilities,  until  in  1906  it  became  a  separate  department  of 
the  Library.  Since  that  time  its  activity  has  extended  into  the 
branches,  which  will  each  ultimately  have  its  own  Children's  Libra- 
rian. The  whole  system  was  co-ordinated  in  191 7  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  general  Supervisor  of  Work  with  Children.  A  recent 
development  is  the  story  hour,  now  held  weekly  at  the  Central 
Library  and  eleven  Branches ;  this  is  extension  work  in  a  modern 
sense,  by  which  a  new  vitality  is  given  to  the  books  of  the  Library, 
with  the  aid  of  the  human  voice. 

The  Newspaper  Room,  with  its  284  newspapers  from  all  the 
states  of  the  Union  and  every  civilized  foreign  country,  was  made 
possible  by  the  imagination  and  generosity  of  William  C.  Todd, 
who  had  traveled  widely,  and  knew  what  it  was  to  wish  for  a  home 
paper  in  a  foreign  land.  In  1893  he  announced  his  intention,  car- 
ried out  in  1897,  of  giving  to  the  Library  the  sum  of  $50,000.  for  the 
provision  of  newspapers  from  every  part  of  the  world.  This  has 
been  a  highly  beneficent  gift,  providing  the  Library  with  one  of  its 
most  popular  features;  its  importance  may  be  gauged  by  the  fact 
that  in  the  old  building  only  twelve  newspapers,  aside  from  those 
published  locally,  were  received. 

From  its  early  days,  the  Library  has  been  rich  in  works  on 
the  fine  arts ;  but  in  the  Boylston  Street  building  these  books  were 
not  separated  from  the  general  collection,  except  for  a  study  room 
in  which  the  folios  were  used.  The  splendid  Fine  Arts  Depart- 
ment of  the  upper  floor  of  the  present  building  was  a  new  creation, 
destined  to  a  very  large  usefulness  in  the  training  of  the  multitude 
of  art  students  who  frequent  the  City  of  Boston.  Features  of  its 
work,  developed  during  the  years  since  1895,  are  the  great  collec- 
tion of  photographs,  now  numbering  some  55,000;  the  Exhibition 
Rooms,  with  their  constantly  changing  displays  of  material  from 
the  stores  of  the  department;  the  series  of  popular  lectures  in  the 
Lecture  Hall ;  the  collection  of  lantern  slides  resulting  from  these 
lectures,  and  now  numbering  about  8,000;  and  the  great  circulation 
of  pictures  among  the  schools  of  the  City,  for  visual  aid  in  the 
work  of  instruction,  in  which  some  2,000  portfolios,  containing 
illustrations  of  geography  and  history,  are  sent  out  annually. 
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The  Music  Department,  like  the  Newspaper  Room,  owes  its 
existence  to  the  generosity  of  a  single  man,  the  late  Allen  A.  Brown, 
who  in  1894  gave  to  the  Trustees  his  valuable  collection  of  music 
as  the  nucleus  of  a  musical  library.  A  beautiful  room  in  the  new 
building  was  at  once  devoted  to  the  subject,  and  here  for  more  than 
twenty  years  Mr.  Brown  worked  with  his  books,  adding  to  the 
collection  and  enriching  it  with  illustrative  material  until  at  his 
death  in  191 7  it  had  grown  to  more  than  twice  the  size  of  his  origi- 
nal gift.  As  a  result  of  this  gift  the  Library  has  developed  a  large 
usefulness  in  the  field  of  music,  and  has  built  up,  in  addition  to  Mr. 
Brown's  gift  of  reference  works,  a  well-rounded  collection  of  music 
for  circulation. 

The  great  building  opened  in  1895  was  not  the  end  of  the  build- 
ing operations  of  the  Trustees.  In  that  year,  aside  from  the  libra- 
ries in  Roxbury  and  Brighton,  which  had  originated  as  independent 
institutions,  none  of  the  branches  of  the  Library  had  a  building 
of  its  own;  in  1896  the  first  real  Branch  Library  was  opened 
in  the  beautiful  and  historic  old  building  of  the  West  Church 
in  Cambridge  Street,  a  fine  specimen  of  early  American  archi- 
tecture, purchased  by  the  City  in  1894.  New  branches  continued 
to  be  opened  in  quarters  more  or  less  commodious,  but  the  first 
building  specially  designed  for  library  purposes,  other  than  the  Fel- 
lowes  Athenaeum  in  Roxbury  and  the  Holton  Library  in  Brighton, 
already  mentioned,  was  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  erected  in  191 1 ; 
this  was  followed  by  the  North  End  Branch  in  North  Bennet  Street, 
opened  in  1914,  the  East  Boston  Branch  in  191 5,  and  the  Charles- 
town  Branch  in  1916.  Each  of  these  is  excellently  suited  to  its 
work,  and  is  of  dignified  and  appropriate  architecture ;  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  North  End  Branch  by  the  people  in  the  district  which 
it  serves  was  signalized  by  the  gift  of  a  marble  tablet  in  honor  of 
Dante  by  an  Italian  society  of  the  quarter.  On  the  annexation  of 
Hyde  Park  to  Boston  in  191 2  the  library  of  that  town  became  a 
branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

In  191 7,  the  building  planned  with  so  much  daring  thirty  years 
before  had  been  outgrown ;  even  with  important  structural  changes 
made  in  1896,  at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  it  could  no  longer  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Library.  Temporary  relief  had  been  found  by  the 
banishment  of  the  Printing  and  Binding  Departments  to  rented 
quarters  at  a  distance ;  tens  of  thousands  of  volumes  were  stored 
in  the  cellar,  where  they  were  exposed  to  the  danger  of  dampness, 
and  an  occasional  flooding  from  the  sewers;  bookcases  had  been 
placed  where  they  seriously  impaired  both  the  architecture  and  the 
convenience  of  the  building;  the  Branch  Department  could  not 
properly  serve  its  public  because  of  cramped  quarters  and  lack  of 
room  for  the  great  deposit  collection  which  is  the  reservoir  from 
which  the  branches  and  schools  are  supplied.  By  timely  action 
the  Trustees  obtained  a  piece  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the  building  on 
Blagden  Street,  and  erected  upon  it  an  annex  to  the  Central  Li- 
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brary,  thus  giving  space  for  numerous  activities  which  had  suffered 
in  one  way  or  another,  and  relieving  many  points  of  strain  upon 
the  original  building.  Now  that  the  Library  has  begun  to  burst 
its  shell,  further  extensions  may  be  looked  for  as  need  arises. 

Thus  far  the  building  has  been  the  central  subject  of  this 
article;  it  is  now  time  to  speak  of  personalities.  William  W. 
Greenough,  whose  22  years  of  service  as  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  cover  a  longer  term  than  that  of  any  other  man,  was 
a  moulding  force  in  the  Library's  affairs  from  1865  to  1888;  he 
presided  over  its  destinies  all  through  the  period  of  its  first  ex- 
pansion and  had  a  leading  voice  in  the  decisions  which  led  to  the 
erection  of  the  Copley  Square  building.  Samuel  A.  B.  Abbott, 
who  was  President  of  the  Board  throughout  the  construction  of  the 
new  Library  building,  was  the  controlling  force  in  the  decisions 
concerning  it,  and  to  him,  more  than  to  any  other  man  aside  from 
the  great  architect  whom  he  chose,  is  due  the  noble  character  of 
the  building  and  the  larger  life  of  the  Library  which  it  has  made 
possible.  He  had  the  courage  and  tenacity  needed  for  the  occa- 
sion; and  the  City  has  been  the  richer  for  his  work.  Josiah  H. 
Benton  was  President  of  the  Board  from  1908  until  his  death  in 
1917;  he  was  a  shrewd  and  able  man  of  affairs,  devoted  to  the 
Library  and  earnest  in  adapting  it  to  the  needs  of  the  people  as  a 
whole.  His  term  of  office  saw  a  great  development  of  the  Branch 
System,  with  the  erection  of  the  four  recent  Branch  buildings  and 
the  annex  to  the  Central  Library,  the  latter  due  directly  to  his 
business  sagacity.  He  was  not  only  a  great  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Library ;  he  was  its  greatest  benefactor ;  at  his 
death  he  gave  to  the  Library  his  priceless  collection  of  Prayer 
Books,  with  $100,000  for  the  work  with  children;  he  also  made  the 
Library  the  residuary  legatee  of  his  estate,  amounting  to  some 
$2,000,000,  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Benton,  characteristically  con- 
ditioning this  splendid  gift  upon  certain  actions  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Government  which  will  insure  an  increased  income  to  the 
Library  from  City  appropriations. 

Other  important  gifts  to  the  Library  during  the  period  under 
review  were  the  splendid  collection  of  autographs  bequeathed  in 
1900  by  Judge  Mellen  Chamberlain,  the  last  notable  librarian  in  the 
Boylston  Street  building;  the  library  of  President  John  Adams, 
rich  in  personal  memories,  deposited  with  the  Library  in  1893; 
the  Allen  A.  Brown  Dramatic  Collection,  pendant  to  the  Music 
Collection,  given  by  the  same  donor  in  1909;  the  John  A.  Lewis 
Library  of  Americana,  received  from  his  widow  in  1890;  and 
numerous  large  gifts  of  money,  of  which  the  most  ample  are  those 
of  $61,766,  the  bequests  of  Arthur  and  Joseph  Scholfield  in  1883 
and  1890,  and  $100,000,  bequeathed  in  1903  by  Robert  Charles 
Billings  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Among  the  benefactions  mentioned  in  the  first  part  of  this 
sketch  was  that  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Pennant  Barton,  who  sold  to 
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the  Library  her  husband's  matchless  Shakespeare  collection  at  a 
price  far  below  its  value.  An  analogous  benefaction  is  that  of  the 
great  American  painter,  John  Singer  Sargent.  When  the  plans 
for  the  new  Library  building  were  adopted,  it  was  decided,  largely 
as  a  result  of  the  wisdom  and  taste  of  Mr.  Abbott,  to  include 
appropriate  mural  decorations  by  the  greatest  artists  who  could 
be  found,  among  them  Puvis  de  Chavannes,  the  acknowledged 
master  of  modern  mural  painting,  Edwin  Austin  Abbey,  and  John 
Singer  Sargent.  The  contract  with  the  latter  was  for  $15,000, 
which  provided  for  the  decoration  of  the  two  ends  of  the  hall  on 
the  Special  Libraries  Floor.  When  the  first  instalment  of  this 
work,  including  the  familiar  Frieze  of  the  Prophets,  was  put  in 
lace,  a  group  of  admirers  of  Mr.  Sargent's  painting  prevailed  upon 
im  to  undertake  the  decoration  of  the  whole  hall,  for  an  additional 
consideration  of  $15,000.  Mr.  Sargent  has  made  of  the  decoration 
of  this  room  his  greatest  life  work ;  four  sections  have  been  put  in 
place,  Mr.  Sargent  has  given  eight  months  in  person  to  the  super- 
intendence of  the  architectural  and  plastic  decoration  of  the  hall, 
and  he  is  still  at  work.  In  the  period  since  he  made  his  first 
contract,  Mr.  Sargent  has  reached  a  position  of  unrivalled  pre- 
eminence among  the  painters  of  America,  if  not  of  the  world;  it 
is  fair  to  say  that  his  paintings  are  one  of  the  greatest  and  most 
precious  gifts  that  the  Library  can  ever  receive. 

The  past  forty  years  have  seen  the  issue  by  the  Library  of 
numerous  publications  of  note.  The  Bulletin,  the  Library's  most 
characteristic  publication,  first  appeared  in  1867  under  Mr.  Jewett's 
librarianship,  and  has  been  continued  ever  since,  first  as  a  quar- 
terly, then  as  a  monthly,  now  again  as  a  quarterly.  Mr.  Winsor, 
who  was  a  born  bibliographer,  is  responsible  for  the  remarkable 
annotated  lists  of  Books  in  History,  Biography,  etc.  (1873),  an<^ tne 
Chronological  Index  of  Historical  Fiction  (1875) ;  these  lists  were 
provided  with  notes  which  made  them  unique  tools  of  library  re- 
search, serving  to  orient  the  reader  in  the  literature  of  a  subject  in 
a  way  never  before  attempted  in  a  library  catalogue.  Other  impor- 
tant pieces  of  catalogue  making,  worthy  to  be  placed  beside  Mr. 
Jewett's  great  Bates  Hall  Index  and  its  Supplement,  were  the  cata- 
logues of  the  Ticknor  Collection,  edited  by  James  Lyman  Whitney, 
afterward  Librarian ;  of  the  Prince  Library,  made  by  William  A. 
Wheeler;  of  the  Barton  Library,  made  by  James  M.  Hubbard, 
Arthur  M.  Knapp,  and  Jose  F.  Carret ;  and  of  the  John  Adams  Li- 
brary, the  work  of  Lindsay  Swift,  but  recently  completed.  The 
most  imposing  catalogue  yet  issued  by  the  Library  is  that  of  the 
Allen  A.  Brown  Music  Collection,  in  four  volumes,  by  Edward  B. 
Hunt  and  Mary  H.  Rollins ;  while  in  a  place  by  itself  is  Horace  G. 
Wadlin's  "The  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston :  a  History," 
published  in  191 1. 

Minor  landmarks  in  the  period  were  the  invitation  given  in 
1895  to  a  volunteer  committee  to  assist  the  Library  in  the  examina- 
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tion  of  works  of  fiction  submitted  for  purchase ;  the  removal  of  the 
Library's  medical  books  to  the  Boston  Medical  Library  in  1905 ;  and 
more  recently,  the  co-operative  arrangement  with  Simmons  Col- 
lege, providing  the  members  of  the  staff  with  larger  opportunities 
for  training  in  their  work. 

There  has  been  a  steady  extension  of  the  service  offered  by 
the  Library,  marked  by  incidents  such  as  the  lowering  of  the  age 
limit  for  card-holders;  the  opening  of  both  Central  Library  and 
Branches  in  the  evening  and  on  Sunday;  the  issue  of  special  cards 
to  teachers ;  the  introduction  of  the  summer-reading  privilege,  by 
which  one  may  keep  a  book  for  three  months  in  the  vacation 
season ;  the  opening  of  the  card  catalogue  to  the  public  in  catalogue 
cases  of  a  new  type;  and  the  great  and  progressive  increase  in 
the  number  of  volumes  freely  accessible  to  the  public  on  open 
shelves.  Of  special  significance,  in  view  of  the  widened  responsi- 
bility placed  upon  the  Library  by  the  gift  of  land  from  the  Com- 
monwealth, is  the  development  of  the  system  of  inter-library  loans, 
by  which  the  Library  lends  annually  some  1,500  volumes  to  libra- 
ries outside  the  City;  and  the  great  and  ever-increasing  free  use 
of  the  Library  for  reference  by  scholars  and  visitors  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

In  the  fall  of  191 7,  soon  after  the  United  States  declared  war 
upon  Germany,  the  Library  entered  upon  a  third  and  still  wider 
phase  of  its  history.  When  the  Commonwealth  Pier  was  opened 
as  a  receiving  ship  for  the  Navy,  a  deposit  station  was  promptly 
established  there,  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the  staff. 
As  the  leading  library  of  New  England,  the  Boston  Public  Library 
was  properly  made  headquarters  for  the  receipt  and  preparation 
of  books  and  magazines  given  for  the  use  of  men  in  the  national 
service.  There  were  shipped  from  the  Library  for  this  purpose 
173,000  volumes  and  235  cases  of  magazines,  the  latter  weighing 
about  41  tons;  these  were  made  ready  by  some  175  volunteer 
workers.  In  this  service  for  the  nation,  the  Librarian  acted  as 
New  England  Division  Director  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation, and  State  Director  of  all  library  war  work  carried  on  in 
Massachusetts.  During  the  war  a  member  of  the  staff,  lent  by  the 
Library  to  the  Government,  served  as  Chief  of  the  Library  Section 
of  the  National  Food  Administration;  her  activities  have  led  to 
a  new  co-operation  between  the  national  government  and  the  li- 
braries of  the  country.  The  Boston  Public  Library  is  the  first  to 
reap  the  full  benefits  of  this  new  relation,  in  the  Library  Informa- 
tion Service  just  established,  by  which  this  institution,  alone 
among  the  libraries  of  America,  receives  all  Government  publica- 
tions as  they  issue  from  the  press,  by  daily  mail  from  Washington. 
The  Library  thus  becomes  once  more  a  pioneer  in  broadening  the 
scope  of  library  activity. 

In  closing,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  make  a  few  comparisons. 
In  1880,  when  the  Trustees  took  the  first  step  toward  the  provision

of  a  more  adequate  building,  the  Library  possessed  377,225  vol- 
umes; it  now  has  1,197,498.  Its  invested  funds  amounted  to 
$116,000,  as  compared  with  $670,707  at  present.  Its  annual  cir- 
culation of  books  for  home  use  was  1,156,721,  which  has  now 
increased  to  2,300,732.  In  1880,  the  City  appropriation  for  Li- 
brary purposes  was  $115,000;  in  1919  it  was  $546,594.  The 
branch  system  in  1880  consisted  of  eight  branches,  five  of  them 
very  inadequately  housed;  there  was  also  a  "Delivery"  in  West 
Roxbury.  To-day  the  Library  has  sixteen  branches  and  fourteen 
reading-rooms,  of  which  ten  have  their  own  buildings,  and  four 
are  well  accommodated  in  specially  planned  quarters  in  municipal 
buildings.  In  1880,  there  was  no  Children's  Room,  no  News- 
paper Room,  no  Music  Room,  no  Lecture  Hall;  the  Library  had 
no  collection  of  photographs,  and  there  was  no  direct  service  to 
the  schools  or  other  institutions  of  the  City.  In  the  year  191 8- 
1919,  the  Library  supplied  deposits  of  books  to  185  public  and 
parochial  schools,  59  engine  houses  and  32  other  institutions ;  the 
total  number  of  volumes  thus  deposited  during  the  year  was 
101,244. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  show  that  the  Library  has  never 
stopped  in  its  progress  toward  a  larger,  more  varied  and  more 
effective  usefulness  to  the  people.  With  the  passage  of  time,  its 
point  of  view  and  the  character  of  its  work  have  slowly  changed, 
always  in  the  direction  of  a  broader  conception  of  service  to  the 
community.  In  its  early  days  the  Library  stood  waiting  for  the 
people  to  seek  its  treasures;  to-day  it  actively  seeks  the  people, 
and  undertakes  in  a  dozen  ways  to  do  constructive  educational 
work.  Who  can  foretell  the  possible  future  expansion  of  this  ever- 
young  institution,  which  will  complete  its  three-score  years  and 
ten  in  1922? 
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PETITION  FOR  A  BRIDGE  BETWEEN  BOSTON  AND 

CHARLESTOWN,  1720. 

From  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  Boston  ferries  crossed  the  Charles 
River  at  Charlestown,  Cambridge  and  Watertown,  and  in  1641  a  foot  bridge 
crossed  at  Watertown  at  the  head  of  tidewater.  In  1648  the  first  "horse 
bridge"  was  built  near  the  Mill  at  Watertown;  fourteen  years  later  (1663) 
a  larger  bridge  was  constructed  at  the  foot  of  Brighton  Street,  Cambridge. 
These  bridges  were  the  only  means  of  travel  by  land,  between  the  towns 
north  of  Boston,  and  that  town.  The  people  of  Winnisimmet  (Chelsea) 
drove  through  Washington  Avenue  to  County  Road,  then  by  Ferry  Street, 
Everett,  to  Maiden  Square.  Pleasant  Street  took  them  to  Medford  Square 
and  then  across  to  Cambridge,  through  Brookline  and  Roxbury,  over  Boston 
Neck.  In  1712  John  Clark  and  Capt  Thomas  Hutchinson  of  Boston, 
Stephen  Willis  of  Medford  and  Capt.  Michael  Gill  of  Charletown  proposed 
that  the  Province  erect  a  bridge  at  Charlestown.  The  only  reference  to  the 
project  is  found  in  the  Council  records  of  the  General  Court  in  171 2.  "Upon 
reading  a  Representation  —  Proposals  by  John  Clark,  Esq.  &  Company  re- 
ferring to  a  Bridge  over  Charles  River.  The  Council  declare  they  are  ready 
to  promote  the  Obtainment  of  so  beneficial  a  Work  as  the  Bridge  projected. 
And  judge  the  best  Method  to  bring  it  to  pass  is  for  private  Gentlemen  to 
undertake  &  Carry  on  the  same  &  for  their  Encouragment  that  a  Toll  be 
forthwith  granted  &  sett  by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  such  as  shall  be 
judged  reasonable  to  be  paid  for  Man,  Horse,  &  other  Beasts,  Carts,  Car- 
riages &  Coaches ;  Saving  to  the  College  their  Interest  &  Revenue  of  the  Ferry 
there  to  be  duly  paid  from  Time  to  Time  with  the  Advance  of  Forty  Shillings 
per  Annum  thereto  for  the  Term  of  Fifteen  Years  next  after  Erecting  the 
said  Bridge,  without  any  Advance  or  Increase  after  the  End  of  the  first 
Fifteen  years.  Also  that  in  case  the  Projection  be  attempted  &  fail  the 
River  &  Harbour  to  be  put  in  good  Condition  as  at  present.  And  that  the 
Honourable  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Secretary,  Eliakim  Hutchinson  & 
Andrew  Belcher  Esq.  with  such  Gentlemen  as  shall  be  named  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  be  a  Committee  to  sit  forthwith  to  receive  Propositions 
&  Projections  for  the  Building  from  any  that  are  willing  to  undertake  it,  and 
to  make  their  Report  thereof  to  the  next  Session  of  the  Court" 

The  scheme  did  not  materialize  and  the  project  was  again  revived  in 
1720  by  the  petition  now  printed,  regarding  which  there  is  nothing  in  the 
State  archives ;  the  only  mention  is  found  in  the  printed  journal  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  21  Nov.  1720:  "Upon  a  Motion  being  made.  The  Question  was 
Put.   Whether  it  should  be  Referr'd  to  the  Committee  Appointed  to  Con-

sider  the  State  of  the  Province  in  respect  of  a  Medium  of  Trade,  to  Consider 
a  Proposal  that  a  Bridge  be  built  over  Charles  River  from  Boston  to  Charles- 
town  at  the  Ferry  place? 
It  Pass'd  in  the  Negative." 

Boston  was  not  against  the  project,  for  on  20  Apr.  1720  it  was  voted 
in  town  meeting  "That  it  be  given  as  an  Instruction  to  the  Representatives 
of  the  Town  now  chosen  to  promote  the  building  a  Bridge  over  Charles 
River  at  the  place  where  the  Ferry  hath  been  usually  kept,  vizt  between  Mr. 
Gee  &  Hudson's  Point,  and  at  no  other  place." 

The  1720  petition  is  signed  by  one  hundred  Woburn  men,  young  and 
old,  and  as  stated  the  scheme  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  towns  north  and 
west  of  Boston.  For  many  years  Woburn,  Reading,  Maiden  and  Charles- 
town,  jointly  with  Med  ford,  had  been  liable  for  repairs  of  the  bridge  over 
the  Mystic  at  Medford.  These  towns  with  others  would  have  been  liable  for  a 
new  bridge. 

In  1739  J°nn  Staniford,  who  had  recently  developed  the  Lynde  pasture 
at  the  west  part  of  the  town,  petitioned  for  a  bridge  to  Cambridge  (Lechmere 
Point)  or  Charlestown.  He  was  encouraged  to  engage  with  others  in  the 
scheme  as  a  private  enterprise. 

It  was  not  accomplished,  however,  until  1786  when  the  Charles  River 
Bridge  was  completed  to  Charlestown.

To  his  Excellency  Samuel  Shute  Esq'  The  Honbk  the  Council 
and  the  HonWe  the  houfe  of  Reprefentatiues  in  Generall  Court 
Conven'd.  this  Twenty  fifth  day  of  May  1720. 

The  Petition  of  us  the  Subcribers  Humbly  fheweth  that  WheT  As  the 
Erecting  a  firm  and  Substantial!  Bridge  pafsable  for  Cattle  and  for  Carts 
ouer  Charles  River  at  the  place  where  the  ferry  is  now  kept,  would  not 
only  be  of  confiderable  Benefit  to  the  towns  of  Boston  and  Charlestown 
(which  it  would  Joyn  upon)  but  of  great  advantage  to  the  whole  province : 
and  more  Especielly  to  thofe  parts  which  ly  Northward  and  Westwoard 
from  thence,  giuing  them  conveniency  of  bringing  what  they  raife  to  a 
market  more  easily  then  now  they  can,  Affording  to  Trauillers,  and  Especialy 
to  the  members  of  this  HonNe  Afsembly;  and  to  the  posts  and  Exprefses 
Sent  p  the  Gouerment  A  quick  and  free  pafsage  at  all  feafons,  even  when 
by  reafon  of  Stormy  Weather  and  by  Jce  the  Riuers  are  Jmpafsable,  and 
would  in  time  of  war,  and  in  Cafe  of  Jnvation  from  a  Foreigne  enemy, 
be  a  great  Strengthing  to  the  whole  province  as  it  would  facilitate  the 
pafsage  of  Succours  from  all  parts  in  to  Boston ;  or  to  the  Castle  or  to  fuch 
places  wher  they  fhould  be  most  needed;  and  would  be  a  good  means  of 
promoting  and  quicking  trade  and  Comerce  which  is  greatly  Languifhing 
and  of  Affording  some  releife  to  the  Jnhabitants  of  this  province  under  our 
prefent  Difficulties  

Wher  fore  your  Petitioners  Humbly  pray  that  your  Excellency  and  Hon™ 
would  take  the  premifes  into  your  Just  and  Serious  Confideration  and  Direct 
the  building  of  abridge  as  aboue  mentioned  in  fuch  manner  and  on  fuch

LETTER  ON  CHURCH  ATTENDANCE,  1639. 

This  letter,  the  original  of  which  is  among  the  Cotton  Papers  in  posses- 
sion of  this  Library,  is  probably  addressed  to  the  Rev.  John  Cotton  of  Boston 
by  the  first  ruling  elder,  William  Brewster,  and  the  second  regularly  ordained 
pastor,  John  Reyner,  of  the  Plymouth  Colony.  A  copy  of  it  (with  facsimiles 
only  of  the  signatures  of  Brewster  and  Reyner)  was  printed  in  the  edition  of 
Bradford's  History  of  Plymouth  Plantation,  published  by  the  Massachusetts  His- 
torical Society  in  1912  (text  in  vol.  II,  pp.  275*1,  276*;  facsimile  signatures  in 
vol.  II,  p.  237).  The  Pilgrim  Tercentenary,  now  so  near  at  hand,  lends 
peculiar  interest  to  any  event  in  our  early  history,  and  this  document  is  here 
reproduced  on  that  account. 

When  the  Rev.  John  Robinson  died  on  March  4,  1625,  in  Leyden,  at  the 
age  of  forty-nine,  the  hope  that  he  might  be  the  minister  of  Plymouth,  New 
England,  came  to  a  natural  end.  William  Brewster,  called  Elder  Brewster 
(1566-1643),  was  chosen  "to  labor  in  the  word  and  doctrine,"  until  Ralph 
Smith,  finding  that  there  was  no  "need  of  his  labors"  in  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony,  was  appointed  the  first  regular  minister  at  Plymouth.  Elder 
Brewster  could  not  administer  the  Sacraments,  but  otherwise  he  discharged 
the  pastoral  functions.  According  to  William  Hubbard  he  was  "of  a  finer 
alloy  than  the  ordinary  sort  of  the  Separation."  Smith,  who  was  educated 
at  Christ  College,  Cambridge,  and  came  over  with  Francis  Higginson  in  the 
Talbot  to  the  Massachusetts  Colony,  began  his  ministry  in  1629.  Somewhat 
later  he  was  assisted  for  several  years  by  Roger  Williams.  Brewster  and 
Smith  were  the  only  men  up  to  1630  in  the  Plymouth  plantation  who  had 
received  a  university  education.  Henry  M.  Dexter  points  out  that  "Prior  to 
1650  Harvard  College  neither  received  from  Plymouth  nor  contributed  to  that 
place  more  than  one  or  two  persons."  Intellectually  the  new  home  of  the  Pil- 
grims was  barren,  but  in  a  vital  faith  and  abounding  courage  it  was  strong 
indeed. 

In  1636  Smith  laid  down  his  charge  and  was  succeeded  by  John  Reyner 
whom  William  Bradford  calls  "an  able  and  godly  man,  and  of  a  meeke  and 
humble  spirite,  sound  in  the  truth,  and  every  way  unreprovable  in  his  life  and 
conversation."  Reyner  was  a  graduate  of  Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge 
(John  Harvard's  College),  came  to  New  England  in  1635,  and  accepted  the 
call  at  New  Plymouth  which  he  filled  until  November,  1654.   The  next  year 
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he  became  the  pastor  at  Dover,  Mass.,  where  he  died  on  April  20,  1669.  For 
several  years  Charles  Chauncy,  who  later  became  President  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege, was  associated  with  Reyner  at  Plymouth. 

So  far  as  one  can  interpret  the  incoherent  phrasing  of  this  epistle,  so 
characteristic  of  its  era  — the  era,  however,  of  Shakespeare,  Milton,  and 
Dryden  —  the  writers  of  it  were  disturbed  over  the  remoteness  of  certain 
farms  from  churches  and  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  the  strict  requirements 
in  regard  to  church  attendance  upon  those  who  lived  on  these  farms.  Even 
later  in  our  early  history  it  was  a  serious  matter  to  be  absent  from  church, 
and  fines  running  up  to  seven  pounds  are  recorded.  General  James  Cudworth 
of  Scituate  writes  about  1660  that  the  "New  Plymouth  saddle  is  on  the  Bay 
horse;"  that  religious  affairs  so  take  up  the  attention  of  the  Massachusetts 
government  that  little  time  is  left  for  civil  business;  and  that  at  the  last 
session  of  the  General  Court  from  sixty  to  eighty  persons  were  indicted  for 
failure  to  attend  divine  worship!  It  would  appear  from  this  that  all  the 
severities  of  daily  life  were  not  practised  exclusively  by  the  Puritans.

Reuend  and  welbeloued  in  or  comon  Sauior :  The  Lord  haueing  called  you  wth 
vs  in  the  fellowfhip  of  the  Gofpell  to  mutuall  helpfullnes  in  the  Lord  as  oc- 
cafion  is  miniftred  we  craue  yor  ferious  thoughts  and  refolucons  in  fome 
queftions  on  foote  among  us  concerneing  the  holding  of  farmes  of  w**  there 
is  noe  leffe  frequent  vfe  w*  yor  felues  then  wth  vs.  The  pticulers  we  defire 
to  comend  to  yor  ferious  confideracon  are  thefe. 

1  Whether  in  thofe  parts  efpecially  in  fome  places,  and  where  people  haue 
sontinued  for  fome  fpace  of  tyrae  it  bee  not  needfull  for  the  comfortable  and 
welbeing  euen  of  the  churches  that  places  for  hufbandry  be  made  ufe  of; 
though  diftant  from  the  place  of  a  mans  habitacon  and  of  the  churches  asfem- 
bling  three  or  foure  miles  or  there  abouts. 

2  Seing  by  meanes  of  fuch  farmes  a  man's  famylie  is  diuided  fo  that  in  bufie 
tymes  they  cannot  (except  vpon  the  Lords  day)  all  of  them  joyne  w*  him  in 
famylie  duties  whether  to  make  ufe  of  them  becaufe  of  the  forenamed  need- 
fulnes  be  not  to  doe  euell  that  good  may  come  of  yt? 

3  Whether  a  mafter  in  the  abfence  of  fome  part  of  his  famylie  by  occafion  of 
his  farm  may  not  lawfully  appoynt  a  fonne  or  fervant  whoe  is  in  fome  meafure 
fitted  to  performe  duties  among  them  in  his  abfence?  or  whether  fuch  a  one 
be  not  as  a  fubftitute  to  a  church  officer  in  his  non-refidencye? 

4  Whether  a  man  not  hauing  wherew*  to  mayntaine  his  ftocke  eftate  &  place 
the  Lord  hath  called  him  in,  neare  hand,  may  vndertake  &  retaine  fuch  a 
farme  abroad  as  abouefaid,  when  for  the  prfent  hee  wants  &  cannot  pcure 
fuch  a  fervant  in  his  famyly  as  may  be  helpfull  there,  wth  the  reft  of  his  fer- 
vants  by  prayer  and  instruccon? 

It  is  p'fuppofed  &  pvided  in  all  thefe  cafes  that  fuch  fervants  or  others  as 
on  the  weeke  day  are  employed  abroad  at  farmes  doe  refort  duly  before  the 
Lords  day  to  the  famylies  they  belong  too,  &  continue  there  till  the  fecond 
Day,  except  some  one  whoe  is  neceffaryly  detayned  there,  though  not  ufually 
from  the  publike  affemblies.

The  Winthrop  House  stood  on  the  north  corner  of  Boylston  and  Tremont 
Streets,  and  its  destruction  by  fire  took  place  on  April  5,  1864.  The  house 
was  first  opened  as  a  hotel  in  November,  1850,  by  Col.  Silsby.  The  Masonic 
fraternity  bought  the  property  in  1859,  Col.  Silsby  vacating  it  in  the  Spring 
of  that  year.  The  Masons,  after  making  necessary  alterations,  dedicated  the 
building  to  their  use  on  Dec.  27,  1859.  They  had  leased  the  three  lower  floors 
to  Col.  Silsby  in  November,  retaining  the  three  upper  floors  for  themselves. 
A  new  Masonic  Temple  was  erected  on  the  same  site,  and  dedicated  on  June 
24, 1867,  only  to  be  burned  and  replaced  by  the  present  structure.  This  corner 
is  still  occupied  by  the  Masonic  fraternity.

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THE  GOVERNMENT  INFORMATION  SERVICE 
OF  THE  BOSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

From  the  beginning  of  its  history  the  Boston  Public  Library 
has  been  slowly  building-  up  a  great  collection  of  what  are  known 
as  Public  Documents  —  the  publications  of  the  various  govern- 
ments of  the  world,  national,  state,  and  municipal.  The  foundation 
of  this  collection  actually  antedates  the  birth  of  the  Library,  for 
in  1849  and  1850  the  City  received  from  Robert  C.  Winthrop  and 
Edward  Everett  more  than  one  thousand  public  documents  which 
formed  the  most  important  element  in  the  Public  Library  at  its 
opening  in  1852. 

This  collection,  now  placed  in  the  Statistical  Department  and 
the  stacks  near  it,  at  present  numbers  more  than  thirty  thousand 
bound  volumes  containing  more  than  four  times  that  number  of 
individual  documents.  It  includes  an  unbroken  set  of  the  ''Blue 
Books"  of  the  British  Parliament,  beginning  with  1810,  and  thou- 
sands of  the  publications  issued  by  other  governments,  large  and 
small,  in  every  part  of  the  world. 

But  the  most  important  part  of  the  collection  consists  of  the 
publications  of  the  United  States  Federal  Government,  almost  com- 
plete from  the  beginning,  and  forming  one  of  the  treasures  of  the 
Library.  This  collection  is  continually  referred  to  by  students  in 
many  widely  varying  fields,  but  it  makes  little  popular  appeal,  and, 
except  to  the  special  student  who  knows  the  nature  of  the  material 
which  it  supplies,  it  is  rather  forbidding  on  account  of  a  certain 
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unattractive  and  impersonal  character  seemingly  inherent  in  of- 
ficial publications. 

As  an  indirect  result  of  the  European  War,  both  the  public  li- 
braries and  the  national  Government  awoke  to  a  new  sense  of  the 
part  which  the  publications  of  the  Government  might,  and  should, 
play  in  the  life  of  the  people.  The  Boston  Public  Library  there- 
upon set  about  a  study  of  the  vast  publishing  business  known  as  the 
Government  Printing  Office,  with  a  view  to  bringing  the  people  of 
Boston  and  the  United  States  Government  closer  together,  through 
a  more  effective  use  of  the  publications  which  issue  from  the  presses 
at  Washington  in  a  steady  stream  for  the  use  of  the  people. 

In  the  process  of  this  study,  a  number  of  points  became  clear: 
first,  that  the  publications  of  the  Government  cover  a  far  wider 
field,  and  touch  the  life  of  the  people  at  many  more  points,  than  is 
generally  realized;  second,  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  valuable 
material,  issued  at  the  public  expense  and  intended  as  an  aid  to  the 
national  life,  never  reaches  those  who  need  it  most,  through  in- 
effective and  often  wasteful  methods  of  distribution ;  third,  that  a 
great  deal  of  this  material  is  stale  before  it  is  made  available  for 
use,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  sent  out  to  libraries  only  once  a 
month ;  fourth,  that  the  public  is  largely  ignorant  of  the  importance 
and  live  interest  of  these  publications  from  the  lack  of  any  proper 
means  of  advertising  them. 

As  an  immediate  result  of  this  study,  a  bill,  drafted  a  year  ago 
at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association,  was  intro- 
duced into  both  houses  of  Congress  under  the  title  of  "A  Bill  to 
Establish  a  Library  Information  Service  in  the  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion." It  is  the  purpose  of  this  bill,  which  is  still  pending,  to 
establish  a  clearing-house  for  public  documents  in  the  Bureau  of 
Education  at  Washington,  through  which  every  library  in  the 
country  may  be  kept  informed  regarding  current  Government  pub- 
lications, and  may  be  assisted  in  getting  promptly  for  the  benefit  of 
their  constituents  the  latest  information  at  the  disposal  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. It  is  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  education,  aimed  at 
giving  the  widest  and  most  effective  use  for  the  purposes  of  national 
life,  to  the  stores  of  information  amassed  and  published  by  the 
Nation,  and  it  will  provide  a  vital  force  for  Americanization  by 
making  the  people  better  acquainted  with  their  government  and 
what  it  is  doing,  and  by  bringing  home  to  thousands  of  citizens 
in  all  parts  of  the  land  the  fact  that  the  Government  is  ready  to 
help  them  individually  in  the  conduct  of  their  business  and  their 
studies. 

In  October,  1919,  pending  the  adoption  of  this  important  piece 
of  educational  legislation,  the  Boston  Public  Library  opened  a 
Government  Information  Office  as  an  experiment  station  for 
proving  the  feasibility  and  practical  usefulness  of  the  plan  outlined 
in  the  bill.  Lacking  the  proposed  clearing-house  in  Washington, 
the  Library  was  obliged  to  establish  its  own  relations  with  more 
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than  a  hundred  government  bureaus,  and  to  enlist  their  co-operation 
in  this  new  service  to  the  public.  As  a  result  of  this  co-operation, 
the  Government  Information  Office  of  the  Boston  Public  Library- 
has  now  the  first  approach  to  a  collection  of  the  current  publica- 
tions of  the  Government,  complete  up  to  date ;  a»d  the  Boston 
Public  Library  is  the  first  library  in  the  country  to  receive  govern- 
ment publications  daily  as  they  are  issued,  rather  than  monthly  as 
they  accumulate.  "Government  information  while  it  is  still  cur- 
rent" is  the  ideal  of  the  new  service;  and  in  Boston  that  ideal  is 
being  realized  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  ever  before  or  anywhere 
else. 

The  Office,  which  is  situated  on  the  street  floor  of  the  Library, 
near  the  Newspaper  and  Periodical  Rooms,  contains  the  latest  is- 
sues of  every  periodical  publication  of  the  Government  —  some  65 
in  all  —  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  them.  It  also  has  com- 
plete lists  of  the  publications  of  every  department  and  bureau;  and 
all  —  or  practically  all  —  the  publications  of  the  Government  which 
can  in  any  way  be  called  current,  including  some  which  the  Library 
has  never  received  in  the  past.  This  material  is  received  daily, 
while  it  is  fresh,  and  is  arranged  according  to  a  simple  classification 
which  makes  it  very  easy  to  consult.  As  each  document  is  super- 
seded it  is  sent  to  the  shelves  where  it  becomes  a  part  of  the  Li- 
brary's great  collection  of  Government  publications,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Statistical  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Service  has  included  the  periodical  issue  of 
a  bulletin  called  "News  Notes  on  Government  Publications,"  for 
the  use  of  the  Library  staff;  this  bulletin,  of  which  six  numbers 
have  been  published  to  date,  aims  to  interest  the  staff  in  the  publi- 
cations of  the  Government,  and  to  furnish  information  regarding 
the  works  received  during  the  preceding  month.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  provide  an  effective  form  of  advertisement  for  United  States 
documents. 

The  convenient  location  of  the  Office  renders  it  very  accessible, 
and  all  sorts  of  people  with  all  sorts  of  questions  resort  to  it.  It 
is  astonishing  how  many  of  these  questions  can  be  answered  from 
the  documents  on  file.  Not  merely  queries  about  the  doings  of 
the  Government  or  the  conduct  of  American  public  life,  but  the 
widest  range  of  economic,  scientific,  domestic,  agricultural,  and 
industrial  questions,  are  speedily  disposed  of  with  the  aid  of  books 
and  pamphlets  issued  by  the  Government.  Much  has  been  said  of 
the  possibilities  of  education  to  the  man  of  one  book  —  Shakespeare, 
the  Bible,  or  Pilgrim's  Progress.  Until  one  has  lived  for  some 
months  with  the  publications  of  the  Government,  reading  nothing 
else,  but  examining  them  carefully  as  they  arrive  from  Washing- 
ton day  by  day,  one  can  have  no  conception  of  the  range  which  they 
cover,  or  of  the  effectiveness  of  their  method  of  presentation.  The 
Government  Printing  Office  is  in  fact  the  greatest  publishing 
house  in  the  land,  as  regards  the  mass  of  its  business,  the  variety 
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of  its  wares,  the  practical  value  of  the  information  which  it  dis- 
seminates, and  the  benevolence  of  its  purposes.  The  Government 
Information  Service  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  is  making  a 
beginning  toward  giving  this  beneficence  a  new  efficiency,  and 
is  bringing  home  the  Government  as  a  great  teacher  to  one  com- 
munity, as  an  object  lesson  in  what  may  some  day  be  realized  in 
every  community  in  the  country,  if  the  national  service  proposed  by 
the  bill  now  before  Congress  is  established  by  law.

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THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  ONE  OF 
ITS  AUXILIARIES. 

How  far  one  large  institution  may  take  upon  itself  the  work 
peculiar  to  other  institutions  is  still  a  debatable  matter.  Public 
libraries,  for  instance,  have  not  reached  definite  conclusions  as 
to  just  what  relations  they  may  hold  with  the  public  schools, 
without  impairing  their  own  mechanism.  However  this  may  be, 
nothing  stands  in  the  way  of  a  mutual  helpfulness  between  insti- 
tutions which  does  not  interfere  with  the  limited  functions  of  each 
of  them.  This  is  well  illustrated  by  the  experience  of  this  Library 
during  the  past  two  decades  in  an  effort  to  promote  the  interests 
of  public  educational  work,  by  giving,  in  its  own  publications,  gra- 
tuitous information  regarding  what  is  generally  known  as  "exten- 
sion work,"  offered  each  season  in  this  community. 

This  undertaking,  now  comprising  an  important  feature  in 
the  fall  and  winter  issues  of  the  Library  Bulletin,  began  simply 
enough  by  an  announcement  of  the  forthcoming  Lowell  Institute 
Lecture  in  the  Bulletin  for  October,  1898.  In  the  issue  for  Novem- 
ber, 1900,  at  the  suggestion  of  Professor  William  T.  Sedgwick  of 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and  Curator  of  the 
Lowell  Institute,  there  began  to  be  added  short  bibliographical  lists 

imk  io.«.*o.  an  ♦  »•. 
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illustrative  of  these  lectures,  prepared  in  all  instances  by  the  Lowell 
lecturers  themselves.  The  first  list  was  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  A.  Gordon  in  connection  with  his  course  on  "The  New 
P^poch  for  Faith."  With  occasional  lapses  these  timely  lists  have 
since  appeared,  and  have  been  serviceable  to  those  who  attend  the 
Lowell  Lectures. 

The  next  few  years  saw  the  insertion,  beginning  with  Novem- 
ber, 1901,  of  the  Programmes  of  Exhibitions  given  each  year  at  the 
Central  Library  and  Branches;  in  February,  1904,  of  a  Free  Course 
at  the  Library  illustrating  the  general  field  of  architecture  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Boston  Architectural  Club;  and  in  December 
of  that  year  a  list  of  books  and  magazine  articles  on  American 
Engraving,  Etching  and  Lithography,  published  on  the  occasion 
of  an  exhibition  of  early  American  engravings  at  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts. 

At  the  suggestion  of  President,  then  Professor,  A.  Lawrence 
Lowell,  the  first  announcement  was  given,  in  the  Bulletin  for  Oc- 
tober, 1907,  of  the  Collegiate  Courses  under  the  auspices  of  Harvard 
University,  grouped  under  the  Lowell  Institute  Courses.  In  the 
following  year,  1908,  appeared  the  prospectus  of  the  Collegiate 
Course  for  1908-1909  offered  by  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  first  separate  announcement  of  the  University  Extension 
Courses  —  a  development  of  the  Collegiate  Courses  —  appeared  in 
the  Bulletin  for  June  30,  1910.  To  the  original  prospectus  were 
added:  the  Boston  College  Evening  Course,  in  September,  1912; 
the  Boston  University  and  Simmons  College  Extension  Courses, 
in  September,  1913;  the  Franklin  Union  Course,  in  September, 
1914;  the  Young  Men's  Catholic  Association  Course,  which  took 
the  place  of  the  Boston  College  Course,  in  September,  191 5;  and 
in  September,  1916,  the  courses  offered  by  Northeastern  College 
and  by  the  Department  of  University  Extension  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Board  of  Education. 

All  these  courses  were  grouped  and  arranged  in  the  Bulletin 
for  September,  1919,  under  the  heading  Public  Educational  Courses, 
and  the  courses  given  in  the  Trade  School  for  Girls  and  in  the 
Trade  Union  College  were  added.  The  prospectus  of  the  Lowell 
Institute  Free  Evening  School  for  Industrial  Foremen  was  at  this 
time  transferred  from  the  Lowell  Institute  Course  to  this  heading. 

These  courses  are  always  announced  in  the  issue  of  the  Quar- 
terly Bulletin  for  September  30  of  each  year,  and,  in  part,  in  the 
issue  for  December  31.  They  are  also  issued  in  a  separate  pamphlet 
which  may  be  had  on  application.  Thus,  in  a  normal  and  healthy 
development  from  a  small  beginning  this,  one  of  many  of  the  Li- 
brary's activities,  has  grown  to  be  a  feature  of  considerable  impor- 
tance in  educational  schemes  of  this  community.  Other  institutions 
have  been  helped  to  advertise  their  particular  advantages,  while 
this  institution  has  not  been  called  upon  to  sacrifice  any  of  its  own 
activities  or  interests  through  an  invasion  of  any  field  not  strictly 
its  own.

In  this  view,  taken  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Tremont  and  Eliot  Streets 
before  the  widening  of  Tremont  Street  in  1869,  is  shown  on  the  end  of  the 
left  side  of  Tremont  Street  a  glimpse  of  the  Common  and  one  side  of  the 
Hotel  Pelham.  Nothing  is  left  of  either  side  of  the  street  except  the  right- 
hand  corner,  where  there  is  now  as  then  a  pharmacy,  as  may  be  seen  by  the 
sign  of  a  mortar  and  pestle. 


HARVARD  COLLEGE  IN  NEED  OF  HELP,  1672. 

Up  to  the  year  1673  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  paid  annually 
to  Harvard  College  the  sum  of  £100,  and  after  that  time,  until  the  end  of  the 
first  seventy  years  of  the  college's  history,  the  sum  of  £150.  These  yearly 
sums  were,  with  the  receipts  from  the  Charlestown  Ferry,  the  sole  re- 
sources for  the  support  of  the  President  and  other  officers.  In  1636  the  General 
Court  granted  £400  "towards  a  School  or  College,"  but  there  is  no  definite  evi- 
dence that  this  amount  was  ever  paid.  President  Quincy  in  his  "History"  (I, 
43)  says:  "there  was  not  probably  one  year  in  the  whole  seventy,  in  which, 
by  moneys  collected  from  friends  of  the  institution  in  foreign  countries,  by 
donations  of  its  friends  in  this  country,  by  moneys  brought  by  students  coming 
from  other  colonies  for  education  here,  and,  above  all,  by  furnishing  the  means 
of  education  at  home,  and  thus  preventing  the  outgoing  of  domestic  wealth 
for  education  abroad,  the  College  did  not  remunerate  the  Colony  for  that  poor 
annual  stipend  five  hundred  fold." 

What  follows  relates  to  one  of  the  attempts  by  subscriptions  throughout 
the  "country,"  for  so  the  Colony  was  at  first  called,  to  relieve  the  constant 
necessities  of  Harvard  College.

To  Mr  John  Cotton  Pastour  and  Mr  Thomas  Cushman  Elder  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  att  Plymouth  to  be  Improued  as  is  beneath  enserted ; 

Wee  being  Informed  that  it  is  vpon  the  hartes  of  our  Naighbours  of  the 
Massachusetts  to  support  and  Incurrage  that  Nursary  of  Learning  att  harverd 
Colledge  in  Cambridge  in  New  England ;  from  whence  haue  through  the  bless- 
ing of  God  Issued  many  vsefull  prsons  for  publicke  seruice  in  Church  and 
Comonwealth ;  being  alsoe  Informed  that  diuers  Godly  and  well  affected  in 
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England  are  reddy  to  Assist  therin  by  way  of  Contributeing  Considerable 
sumes  provided  the  Country  heer  are  forward  to  promote  the  same ;  and  that 
the  seuerall  townes  in  the  Massachusetts ;  have  bine  very  free  in  their  offering 
therunto  wee  alsoe  being  by  letters  from  them  Invited  and  Insighted  to  joyne 
with  them  in  soe  good  a  worke ;  and  that  wee  may  haue  an  Interest  with  others 
in  the  blessing  that  the  Lord  May  please  from  thence  to  Convey  vnto  the  Coun- 
trey ;  this  Court  doth  therfore  earnestly  comend  it  to  the  Minnesters  and  Elders 
in  each  Toune  that  they  takeing  such  with  them ;  as  they  shall  thinke  meete 
would  prticularly  and  earnestley  moue  and  stir  vp  all  such  in  theire  severall 
townes  as  are  able  to  Contribute  vnto  this  worthy  worke  be  it  in  mony  or  other 
good  pay ;  and  that  they  make  a  Returne  of  what  they  shall  effect  heerin  vnto 
the  Court  that  shall  sitt  in  October  next  whoe  will  appoint  meet  prsons  to  re- 
ceiue  the  Contributions  and  faithfully  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  ends  pro- 
posed ;

Honered  and  beloued  in  our  lord  Jesus  christ  bretheren  you  cannot  be 
Ignorant  how  god  by  his  wise  p(ro)uidence  was  pleased  to  remoue  from  vs  by 
Death  our  Reuerend  teacher  Mr  holmes  for  some  yeares  past  (an  humbling 
p(ro)uidence  to  vs)  but  the  lord  of  the  haruest  hath  since  beene  pleased  to 
smile  vpon  vs  in  our  low  estate  (for  wee  haue  cause  to  say  his  mercy  induers 
for  euer)  hauing  sent  amongst  vs  another  of  his  seruants  to  be  helpfull  to  vs 
in  the  work  of  the  ministry  whose  hart  he  hath  framed  and  moulded  not  only 
to  be  willing  to  joyne  (with)  vs  but  alsoe  to  take  ofice  vpon  him  these  ar  ther- 
fore to  craue  your  christean  asistancc  by  sending  your  elders  &  messengers

The  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Exhibition  will  remain  open  in  the  Exhibition  Room 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Department  during  the  season  of  1920-1021. 

This  exhibition  is  believed  to  be  the  most  significant  of  any  in  the  country,  in 
the  number,  importance,  and  variety  of  books  relating  to  the  history  of  Congregational- 
ism, including  the  Separatist  controversy  and  the  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  movements. 
With  very  few  exceptions  it  contains  all  the  important  original  sources  in 
early  New  England  history,  and  includes  original  early  New  England  maps.  The 
illustrations  of  the  Pilgrim  country  in  England  and  Holland  were  made  specially 
for  this  exhibition  from  contemporary  prints;  the  collection  of  photographs  shown 
of  the  Pilgrims  in  Art  is  believed  to  be  complete.

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AN  EXTENSION  OF  THE  LIBRARY  SERVICE. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  world's  important  col- 
lections of  books;  the  mass  and  variety  of  its  resources,  the  beauty 
and  fitness  of  its  building,  the  rarity  of  its  treasures,  are  a  source 
of  pride  to  every  Bostonian.  But  for  many  readers  who  seek 
from  the  Library  either  relaxation  or  simple  information,  the  very 
size  and  richness  of  the  collection,  the  inevitable  complexity  of  its 
organization,  are  obstacles.  For  such  persons  the  Branch  Libra- 
ries, with  their  limited  collections  of  books,  largely  on  open  shelves, 
seem  homelike  compared  with  the  great  institution  in  Copley 
Square;  they  are  easy  to  use,  and  the  personal  touch  between  libra- 
rians and  readers  gives  to  each  a  devoted  clientele,  who  continue 
to  make  use  of  them,  in  spite  of  their  confessedly  small  resources. 

It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  the  Librarian  to  find  some  means 
of  supplying  in  the  Central  Library  the  advantages  which  the  small 
and  compact  Branch  Libraries  possess,  in  a  prompt  and  direct 
service  to  the  large  and  important  class  of  readers  who  are  neither 
primarily  students,  nor  simply  in  search  of  fiction  to  while  away 
a  leisure  hour.  This  desire  has  at  last  found  realization  in  the  three 
rooms  recently  opened  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Library,  at  the 
right  of  the  stairway.  They  are  known  respectively  as  the  In- 
formation Office,  the  Government  Service  Room,  and  the  Open- 
Shelf  Room. 

•Mil  i.i.tii  in  *  t>. 
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The  Information  Office,  through  which  both  the  other  rooms 
are  entered,  is  being  developed  as  a  first-aid  station  for  all  who  come 
to  the  Library  seeking  information  of  any  kind.  If  the  visitor  is 
a  stranger,  it  is  the  function  of  this  office  to  direct  him  about  the 
building,  wherever  he  wishes  to  go.  If  he  wants  a  single  fact  — 
an  address,  the  time  of  arrival  of  a  train,  the  pronunciation  of  a 
word,  the  location  of  a  town  —  he  is,  if  possible,  given  the  informa- 
tion at  once,  that  he  may  be  spared  the  time  and  effort  necessary 
to  obtain  it  from  one  of  the  more  highly  organized  departments 
of  the  Library.  If  his  needs  go  beyond  this,  the  office  seeks  to 
direct  him  to  the  place  —  either  a  department  of  the  Library  or 
an  outside  source  of  information  —  where  he  may  most  surely  find 
what  he  desires. 

The  room  is  small,  but  it  is  already  well  equipped  with  the 
tools  for  carrying  on  its  work.  It  contains  a  comprehensive  col- 
lection of  the  latest  directories  of  American  cities,  especially  those 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Boston;  this  collection  is  to  be  enlarged, 
with  a  view  to  meeting  all  ordinary  inquiries  of  this  nature.  On 
the  walls  hang  maps  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  and  there  is  a  bulle- 
tin board  for  the  announcement  of  coming  events.  On  the  shelves 
of  the  room  are  time-tables  and  railway  guides;  a  complete  set  of 
the  bulletins  and  announcements  of  educational  institutions  in  the 
Boston  district;  guide-books  and  road-books;  and  a  small  collec- 
tion of  the  most  necessary  works  of  reference,  selected  with  a 
view  to  answering  the  questions  most  commonly  asked.  The  room 
also  contains  a  series  of  large  filing-cases,  in  which  are  kept  clip- 
pings, circulars,  and  other  material  of  temporary  interest  on  current 
topics,  for  the  answering  of  questions  which  are  important  now,  but 
will  in  a  short  time  be  obsolete.  A  number  of  these  cases  are  used 
for  a  comprehensive  collection  of  material  on  the  subject  of  Vo- 
cational Training,  assembled  under  the  direction  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Collegiate  Alumnae,  who  have  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  its  maintenance.  With  the  assistance  of  this  collection  one  who 
desires  to  be  trained  for  any  trade  or  profession  can  learn  imme- 
diately what  schools  give  instruction  in  the  subjects  which  he  is 
seeking,  and  on  what  terms.  In  this  room  will  also  be  placed  the 
indexes  and  other  clues  to  out-of-the-way  information  which  are 
being  organized  with  the  help  of  the  new  Extension  Service,  an 
agency  intended  to  supplement  and  aid  the  Public  Library  in  be- 
coming a  more  effective  centre  of  information.  One  of  the  special 
resources  of  the  room  at  present  is  a  full  set  of  the  preliminary 
population  returns  of  the  Census  of  1920;  this  is  merely  an  example 
of  the  sort  of  information  that  is  assembled  here. 

To  the  right  of  the  Information  Office  is  the  Government 
Service  Room,  the  work  of  which  has  already  been  described  in  an 
earlier  issue  of  this  Bulletin.  The  collection  of  Government  ma- 
terial in  this  room  is  being  constantly  rounded  out,  as  new  needs 
are  disclosed  by  the  asking  of  new  questions.    The  series  of  indexes 
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to  the  publications  of  the  Government  has  been  made  more  com- 
plete, and  files  of  the  Monthly  Labor  Review  and  the  Farmers' 
Bulletins  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves.  The  current  documents 
issued  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are  also  to  be  found 
in  this  room.  The  office  is  constantly  in  touch  with  the  various 
departments  of  the  National  Government  at  Washington,  and 
pressing  questions  are  forwarded  by  mail  or  telegraph ;  in  a  number 
of  cases,  information  of  great  value  to  citizens  of  Boston  has  been 
obtained  in  this  way  within  forty-eight  hours. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  Information  Office  is  the  new  Open- 
Shelf  Room,  the  most  interesting  experiment  tried  in  the  Library 
for  some  time.  Here  have  been  placed,  in  attractive  cases 
specially  designed  for  the  room,  about  2500  selected  volumes, 
chosen  for  their  readability.  These  volumes  are  grouped  in  twenty- 
one  classes,  beginning  with  Biography  and  ending  with  Education. 
For  the  first  time  since  the  opening  of  the  building,  books  are  now 
easily  accessible  to  all  comers,  in  a  convenient  location  near  the 
main  entrance.  One  need  not  use  the  catalogue,  one  need  not  sit 
and  wait,  one  need  not  even  go  up  stairs;  one  has  only  to  walk 
around  the  shelves,  select  a  book  that  attracts  one,  have  it  charged, 
and  carry  it  home.  The  room  combines  the  ease  of  use  charac- 
teristic of  the  Branch  Libraries  with  the  wide  range  of  choice  pos- 
sible only  in  a  great  collection;  the  shelves  contain  but  a  small 
number  of  volumes,  but  they  are  constantly  replenished  from  a 
practically  inexhaustible  reservoir.  There  is  no  attempt  to  pro- 
vide here  "any  particular  book  or  class  of  books;  one  who  is  looking 
for  specific  material  is  directed  at  once  to  the  card  catalogue  and 
other  resources  in  Bates  Hall;  but  the  person  who  simply  wants 
something  good  to  read  finds  here  a  variety  of  books  that  he  has 
never  heard  of,  which  oftentimes  just  meet  his  taste.  The  room  will 
have  the  effect  of  getting  into  circulation  and  making  known  many 
a  good  book  that  has  escaped  notice  or  been  long  forgotten.  It 
should  be  added  that  the  collection  contains  no  fiction,  except  a 
selection  in  French,  Italian,  and  Spanish;  for  English  fiction  the 
reader  is  directed,  as  in  the  past,  to  the  open  shelves  long  main- 
tained in  the  Delivery  Room. 

The  new  rooms  are  a  step  in  the  direction  of  bringing  the  Li- 
brary and  its  resources  closer  to  the  public.  The  Information 
Office  answers  with  the  least  possible  delay  the  question  of  the 
man  in  a  hurry,  or  directs  him  to  the  place,  in  the  Library  or  outside, 
where  he  can  get  his  information  most  surely  and  quickly.  The 
Government  Service  puts  easily  and  promptly  at  the  disposal  of  the 
people  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  the  vast  stock  of  information  in 
the  possession  of  the  United  States  Government.  The  Open-Shelf 
Room  brings  within  the  reach  of  readers  a  carefully  selected  col- 
lection of  books  in  many  fields  of  thought,  in  a  place  easy  of  access, 
with  the  minimum  of  machinery.  All  these  activities  mean  a  step 
forward  in  the  efficient  and  generous  service  of  the  community. 
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TWO  DAYS  BEFORE  BUNKER  HILL. 

This  resolve  by  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  the  Provincial  Congress  of 
Massachusetts,  was  passed  on  June  15,  1775,  two  days  before  the  Battle  of 
Bunker  Hill.  The  rumor  that  General  Gage  planned  to  occupy  Charlestown 
Heights  and  Dorchester  Heights  (South  Boston)  had  reached  the  committee, 
and  authentic  information  was  before  the  American  commanders  on  June  13, 
to  the  effect  that  Gage  intended  to  take  Dorchester  Heights  on  June  18. 

A  facsimile  of  another  draft  of  this  resolve  is  in  Richard  Frothingham's 
"History  of  the  Siege  of  Boston,"  opposite  page  116,  and  in  William  Lincoln's 
"Journals  of  the  Provincial  Congress  of  Massachusetts  in  1774  and  1775 ;  and 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety"  (Boston,  1838),  pages  568  and  569.  The  resolve 
is  incorporated  in  with  other  resolves  of  the  same  date,  and  to  it  is  added  the 
following:  "Ordered,  That  Capt.  Benjamin  White,  and  Col.  Joseph  Palmer, 
be  a  committee  to  join  with  a  committee  from  the  council  of  war,  to  proceed 
to  Roxbury  camp,  there  to  consult  with  the  general  officers  on  matters  of 
importance,  and  to  communicate  to  them  a  resolve  this  day  passed  in  this 
Committee  respecting  Bunker's  hill  in  Charlestown,  and  Dorchester  neck." 

The  assumption  is  that  a  number  of  this  particular  resolve  were  written, 
not  printed,  and  distributed  to  various  portions  of  the  American  Army  before 
Boston.

The  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Exhibition  will  remain  open  in  the  Exhibition  Room 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Department  during  the  season  of  1920-1021. 

This  exhibition  is  believed  to  be  the  most  significant  of  any  in  the  country,  in 
the  number,  importance,  and  variety  of  books  relating  to  the  history  of  Congregational- 
ism, including  the  Separatist  controversy  and  the  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  movements. 
With  very  few  exceptions  it  contains  all  the  important  original  sources  in 
early  New  England  history,  and  includes  original  early  New  England  maps.  The 
illustrations  of  the  Pilgrim  country  in  England  and  Holland  were  made  specially 
for  this  exhibition  from  contemporary  prints;  the  collection  of  photographs  shown 
of  the  Pilgrims  in  Art  is  believed  to  be  complete.

The  following  lines  contain  a  brief  summary  of  the  rules  governing  the  nse  of 
the  Library,  the  full  text  of  which  in  pamphlet  form  may  be  had  free.  Every  user  of 
the  Library  is  expected  to  be  familiar  with  them. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  free  to  all. 

Citizens,  students,  temporary  sojourners,  officers  and  men  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  certain  other  persons  may  become  card  holders.  Special 
privileges  are  granted  also  to  teachers  and  clergymen,  and  loans  of  books 
are  made  upon  deposit. 

Application  made  in  writing,  with  reference  or  student's  certificate, 
secures  a  Library  Card  entitling  the  holder  to  draw  books.  Card  holders 
must  notify  Registration  Clerk  of  change  of  address.  Cards  are  non-trans- 
ferable and  revocable,  and  registration  may  be  cancelled.  Lost  cards  entail 
penalty;  responsibility  continues.  Cards  must  be  presented  and  stamped 
regularly  with  each  book  drawn  or  returned. 

Cards  entitle  the  holder  to  two  or  four  books  for  seven  or  fourteen  days 
without  renewal.  Books  are  not  transferable.  There  are  limitations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  Seven-day  books. 

There  are  restrictions  upon  the  lending  for  Home  Use  of  certain  books. 
These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  Catalogue. 

Any  person  may  use  books  within  the  Library  upon  signing  the  proper 
form  of  application,  promising  to  return  them  before  leaving  the  room. 

Fines  of  two  cents  a  day  and  twenty-five  cents  per  two  weeks  extra,  for 
four  weeks,  and  the  full  cost  of  replacing  books,  with  loss  of  privileges  until 
paid,  are  the  penalty  for  overdetention.  No  exemption  is  granted  except  to 
children.  Further  detention  is  punishable  by  law. 

Books  must  be  used  with  care  and  all  damage  made  good.  Violations 
of  this  rule  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Books  must  be  returned  when  called  for  and  are  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves  only  by  employees,  except  in  the  open  reference  collections. 

Conversation  and  other  abuses  are  forbidden  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 
Damage  to  catalogues  is  punishable.  Attendants  must  enforce  the  rules,  but 
may  be  reported  for  incivility. 

The  Central  Library  is  open  daily  except  holidays,  from  9  a.m.,  till  10  p.m., 
Sundays  from  12  till  10  p.m.,  except  that  the  summer  closing  hour  is  9  p.m. 
both  on  week  days  and  Sundays.  The  Branches  are  open  at  the  hours  posted 
therein  and  published  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

A  Coat  Room  is  provided  where  garments  and  packages  may  be  checked ; 
but  the  Trustees  assume  no  responsibility. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  building.    Smoking  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  not,  except  in  emergency,  allowed  to  receive  visitors 
during  working  hours. 

If  articles  are  lost  or  found  in  the  Library  Building  the  fact  should  be 
reported  immediately,  and  the  articles  delivered,  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Issue  Department.
